clean the ditches at a low cost and that 
from this point of view the project was 
effective 


He said the task force on public safety 


and law enforcement which recommend- 
ed the establishment of the employment 
service last spring had "expressed a 
great deal of skepticism about the ditch 
project" before it got started and that 
"all the problems it antiicpated came 
about" 


Smith said the task force originally 


was going to handle the ditch project but 
when ;t did not do so by mid-summer the 
Youth Employment Service included it 
as part of its program in late July to get 
jobs for youths. 


Mrs. Leonard Vanderweel, a member 


of the task force admitted the task force 
did not follow up on the ditch project as 
it had planned to do 


"I'm willing to share in the blame." 


she said, adding that Smith is paying for 
the mistakes of others by being blamed 
for the shortcomings of the ditch project. 


Smith said the ditch project was one 


phase of the Youth Employment Service 
program which placed some 180 young- 
sters in jobs last summer and continues 
to operate on a volunteer basis 
' 


"This is still unclear in the minds of 


some people," SnUh said, adding that 
the youth services committee of Commu- 
nity Services has said that YES was suc- 
cessful 


He expressed confidence the firms that 


owe money for having their ditches 
cleaned would pay their bills. Fifty per 
cent of the collections are in, he said. 


Smith has attributed the delay in the

.Students Not Excited 


Most of the students at Prospect High 


School polled by the Herald Tuesday do 
not feel any sense of pride at having 
President Richard Nixon visit their 
school this morning. 


In fact, most of the approximately 25 


students interviewed at random did not 
even plan to attend this morning's rally. 


"I don't think there's any school pride 


involved. He's not coming to school to 
see us. It's a political thing," said Joni 
Nnding, a senior who lives at 118 S. Lan- 
caster Dr. in Mount Prospect. 


"I don't even think he's coming be- 


cause of the school at all. Probably just 
the location," she added. 


-• "I would say that most of the kids I 


spoke to are indifferent about the whole 


; thing. It's unique that he's coming here, 
.but he's just coming here to talk to the 
adults and not us," said Tom Belts, a 


"•senior who lives at 25 N. Prindle St., Ar- 
;-lington Heights. 
,' Most of the students like the idea of 
•; school being closed this morning during 


_ Nixon's appearance, and they plan to 
take advantage of the short vacation. 
School will resume at 11 a.m. with the 
regular dismissal time of 2:50 p.m. 


"Naw, I don't plan to see him," said 


one student. "Heck, we get half the day 
off, so why not take advantage of it?" 


One of the few students who pondered 


the .Idea of attending the Nixon rally is 
Jeff Cole, a junior who lives at 33 N. 
Donald St., Arlington Heights. 


"I may come. I saw him the last time 


he was here and I was pretty impressed. 
He didn't sny much though. He just tried 
to excite people," said Cole. 


"I'LL PROBABLY come to see him al- 


though I'm not thoroughly aligned with 
him politically," said Bob Bresemann, a 


junior who lives at 417 N. Elmhurst Ave., 
Mount Prospect. "I wasn't too shocked 
that he would come here. This is a very 
Republican area. 


"He really hasn't gotten the publicity 


he should have in areas like public wel- 
fare. Nobody really knows how much he 
has done." 


One student came up with a different 


observation as to the benefits of having 
the president visit Prospect High School 
and not another area high school. 


He said, "You know, a lot of other high 


schools have some things on us. Like 
Hersey has air conditioning and we 
don't. Well, now we've got the President 
coming, and we get half the day off." 


An interesting sidelight to the Nixon 


visit are the rumors which ran rampant 
throughout the school. The most wide- 
spread rumor was that students were to 
be let out of school yesterday afternoon 
so security agents could search hall lock- 
ers for explosives. 


Just about all of the students inter- 


viewed had heard about the rumor, and 
just about all of them didn't believe it. 


"It's one of those cases where the per- 


son that started the rumor heard it from 
another student and begins believing it," 
said Howard Sandlund, director of stu- 
dent activities. 


Most of the students regarded the ru- 


mor as did senior coed Heather Erick- 
son, who lives at 629 S. Albert St., Mount 
Prospect. "I heard it from a girl in P.E. 
class, but I certainly didn't believe it." 


One student's explanation was almost 


as unbelievable as the rumor itself. 
"Yeah, I heard the rumor. But he (Nix- 
on) was here before, two years ago, and 
the security agents know where to look 
for the bombs."

Smith was toed as an administrator 


more than as a youth worker, and has ex- 
panded tho scope of the agency to deal- 
ing with adults, family, and youngsters, 
as well as youth. 


He defined the program as: developing 


local resources to deal with local prob- 
foms whenever possible; bringing outside 
resources to the community to help solve 
human problems; and working with 
neighboring communities to develop co- 
operative programs. 


Using this philosophy, he has directed 


tho ngency into action as a catalyst for 
at least a dozen continuing projects in 
the past year. 


At least eight Harper College students 


have volunteered their services to work 
with youth since last spring. 


All ore not involved in specific pro- 


grams as yet, but several have been 
farmed out to elementary schools to 
work with principals in determining their 
best use. 


Community Services dels mainly as a 


clearing house to the schools in this ac- 
tivity. Smith said he hopes the school dis- 
trict will soon begin managing the youth 
workers directly. 


ANOTHER YOUTH WORKER, a stew- 


ardess from American Airlines, is also 
conducting n youth social session on an 
Irregular basis with approximately 15 
girls from Elk Grove High School. 


During the housing crisis last winter, 


when several families wore evicted from 
their homes, Smith was instrumental in 
finding local resources to provide for 
some of the families. 


When temporary housing was found for 


three families on Golf and Arlington 
Heights roads, Community Services ac- 
cepted the responsibility of holding mon- 
ey in escrow for the families. 


A high school questionnaire conducted 


last spring complted by youth in con- 
junction with the Elk Grove Village Teen 
Center was supervised by Smith. Results 
of the questionnaire are being used to 
help tho Community Services Board 
know more about teens and act accord- 
ingly. 


The Listening Post hot line for youth 


which began this fall was another project 
organized by Community Services, using 
the resources of youth to help youth. Still 
in dally operation, the hot line has been 
reported successful by the board. 


Community Services organized efforts 


of local people concerned about pre- 
schoolers, resulting in the establishment 
of the Elk Grove Association on Early 
Childhood. 


Smith, through the social service agen- 


cy, also served as a catalyst in the in- 
troduction of day care courses in the 
Harper College curriculum. 


IN OTHER EFFORTS with pre-school- 


ers, Smith served as instructor and 
counselor for Project 444 a program for 
four year olds which provides a warm-up 
kindergarten session by volunteer moth- 
ers. 
. 


A work-school scholarship program for 


college students funded by local civic 
and church groups was also established 
through Community Services. 


Helping use the resources of the high 


school to solve problems in the elementa- 
ry school, Community Services, com- 
bined with Dist. 59 Community Educa- 
tion, piloted a project in which one high 
school student served some of his school 
time at the elementary schools working 
with children. 


The project has been determined suc- 


cessful and has expanded this year. 


Youth Employment Service, a job re- 


ferral ami placement program was be- 
gun by another local group several years 
ago but was expanded through Commu- 
nity Services this summer and is now 
funded by Dist. 214 at Elk Grove High 
School. 


Adult and family aid is provided by the 


Lutheran Welfare Services of Illinois 
which operates three days a week 
through the local agency. 


Smith has encouraged the estab- 


lishment of a Northwest Suburban Home- 
maker Service in this area. Local people 
are now actively working toward this 
end. 


A village-wide project called Action 


Now, which involved more than 100 local 
residents in determining means of low- 
ering the juvenile crime rate in the vil- 
lage, was also organized by Community 
Services this spring. Some of the projects 
recommended by the Action Now partici- 
pants are being implemented through the 
agency.

Although Richard M. Nixon will not ar- 


rive until about 9 this morning, the pow- 
er of the presidency has been here for 
almost a week. 


The White House staff, the men behind 


the man, have been working quietly and 
quickly behind the big, metal doors of 
Prospect High School in preparation of 
the President's visit. 


When Nixon steps to the lectern on the 


presidential platform today, there won't 
be a folding chair out of place. But yes- 
terday morning, the fieldhouse was a 
battlefield of men fighting against time. 


While workmen were pounding metal 


p'ipes into place for the framework of the 
speaker's platform, several electricians 
were busy wiring the auditorium for 
sound. And at the opposite end of the 
fieldhouse, 
Mount Prospect 
firemen 


scampered over the bleachers, stringing 
red, white and blue pennants high above 
the crew who was unfolding chairs on the 
hardwood floor with a quick snap of the 
wrist. 


Several high school students sat in the 


bleachers and watched the men trans- 
form the basketball court and track into 
a political arena: And like almost every- 
one in Mount Prospect, the students wit- 
nessed only a small part of all the plan- 
ning and preparation necessary for a 
presidential visit. 


ALTHOUGH THE White House staff is 


calling all the plays, the presidential vis- 
it requires the cooperation of just about 
everyone. Local policemen and firemen, 
village and school district officials, Re- 
publican politicians and party workers, 
carpenters and electricians, students and 
adults, civilians and military personnel 
have had a hand 1n the preparations for 
the President's visit. 


The White House staff and area per- 


sonnel have met throughout the week, 
behind closed doors, to discuss the oper- 
ation. Questions about security, traffic 
and crowd control, tickets and in- 
vitations, television and newspaper cov- 
erage, transportation and parking, tele- 
phones and teletypes and who, what, 
where and when have been bounced 
around Bke rubber balls. 


And only very few people know the an- 


swers to all the questions. For the most 
part, everyone involved has been as- 
signed one job. Arlington Heights and 
Des Plaines policemen will be stationed 
at intersections in the area of Prospect 
High School to control traffic, while the 
Mount Prospect force will be assigned to 
security posts within the building and 
throughout the village. 


According to one official, about 40 ca- 


dets from the Northwest Police Academy 
in Arlington Heights will assist with traf- 
fic in the parking lots adjacent to the 
high school The cadets will be on hand 
to direct "VIPs" from the parking lots to 
the fieldhouse. 


Mount Prospect firemen will be on spe- 


cial call to assist with any emergency. 
Throughout the week, they have con- 
sulted with White House staff members 
on providing fire protection and mapping 
out fire and emergency exits from the 
fieldhouse. 


Crews from Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 


have installed additional circuits for tele- 
types, public and private telephones and 
communications channels for Whke 
House officials as well as newsmen. Ad- 
ditional, portable toilets will even be in- 
stalled to accommodate the number of 
people who will attend the rally, accord- 
ing to one staff member.

ents in the Cooper Junior High School 
Dist. 21 attendance area, and James 
Shirley, representing

H o m e o w n e r s Association of Buffalo 
Grove, argued for approval of Plan A, 
which would keep those students at 
Wheeling High School. 


Flynn, representing a petition that in- 


cluded 1,794 signatures, pointed out that 
Plan A would establish

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Study Probes Homing, Zoning Needs

Opening the door to housing for metro- 


politan-area workers is a goal of a hous- 
ing study now being undertaken by a 
committee of the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission(NIPC). 


The Housing and New Cities Technical 


Advisory Committee of NIPC is in- 
vestigating the impact of local zoning on 
low and moderately-priced housing. Zero- 
ing in on two specific areas in the six 
county metropolitan area served by 
N'IPC, the committee will add its find- 
ings to an area-wide study of zoning and 
housing needs, for use by local munici- 
palities. 


"WE WOUtD attempt to use the find- 


ings in the two specific areas, Highland 
Park, and an unincorporated area out- 
side Jollct, as a prototype of the possi- 
bilities for the entire region," said Larry 
Aggens, of the NIPC public service de- 
partment. The six counties served by

You may be entitled to social security 
monthly benefits, according to Cornelius

A recent change in the social security 


law, Schafer said, has made it possible 
for a disabled widow to receive widow's 
benefits as early as age 50. If the widow 
is so severe'y disabled that she cannot 
be gainfully employed, and the disability 
stinted within seven years of her hus- 
band's death or the last time she was 
entitled to mother's benefits, she is urged 
to phone her nearest social security of- 
fice. 


A full social security widow's benefit is 


payable at age 62. However, a widow can 
receive a reduced widow's benefit as ear- 
ly as age GO.

This 
is an unicorporated area where employ- 
ment is down, and no sewer service or 
governmental services are available. Our 
primary goal there is to find a means to 
install sewer and water service in the 
area; we also want to study the possibil- 
ity of governmental services," he said. 


"When the study is completed, the in- 


formation will be made available to all 
area muncipalities," said Aggens. "Of 
course, they svill use the findings as they 
see fit." 


Philip D. Peters, director of planning 


for NIPC, saitl the zoning study is being 
done with the aid of technical advisors, 
including home builders and >local offi- 
cials. He said the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development also 
has a strong interest in such studies. 


"WE'RE NOW waiting for the informa- 


tion from the U.S. Census, on housing 
needs "said Peters. "This probably won't 
be available until the end of next year. 
In our first preliminary studies, we will 
concentrate on site availability and site 
suitability for lower and 
moderately 


priced housing. When the census results 
come in, we can match these findings 
with the demand."

benefit from the study, according to Ag- 
gens. "We have found that there are only 
pockets or small areas, where lower in- 
come workers can find adequate housing, 
such as Elgin, Aurora and Waukegan," 
said Aggens. "In some other municipal- 


ities, they leave this problem to the city 
of Chicago." 


"It's a matter of economic segregation 


in suburban areas, where they attract in- 
dustrial operations, but zoning, building 
codes and land use don't permit the con- 


struction of houses costing less than 
$35,000" he said. "A substantial part of 
the work force is left out of the housing 
market, and this does not mean low in- 
come blacks, but teachers and other 
groups. 


"This study will relate employment, 


land use, and codes so municipalities can 
see where the disparities exist. They will 
be able to see the results of their actions 
and the alternatives available in meeting 
housing needs."

Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington 


Heights, said yesterday his legislative 
zoning laws study commission may rec- 
ommend that the state be given over- 
riding authority to rezone land for con- 
servation areas and flood plains.

site now zoned in the county for com- 
mercial purposes. 


Schlickman said that if the governor 


had zoning authority now, "The public 
could have gotten quicker action on pro- 
tecting the ecologically unique Volo Bog 
north of Harrington. 


"THE 
SAME POWER could have 


made it easier to save Edgewater Golf 


Course on the north Chicago lake shore 
from development." 


Schlickman said he "generally favors" 


giving the governor overriding power to 
zone land for conservation and flood con- 
trol purposes if the public interest can 
clearly be proven.

land it has available for recreation. This 
is shameful," he said. 


According to Schlickman, better con- 


trol of flood plain development could 
have prevented some of the flooding 
problems that now plague portions of the 
Northwest suburbs.

legislative bill establishing the zoning 
laws study commission, is now working 
together with the commission's research 
director on a final draft of the commis- 
sion's report. 


The report is intended to serve as a 


guide for revamping state enabling leg- 
islation affecting county and municipal 
zoning powers.

dressed Japanese businessmen are be- 
coming fixtures on Budapest's Lenin Ko- 
rut. Prague's Wenceslas Square and 
Bucharest's Boulevard Magheru. 


They are the shock troops of a deter- 


mined invasion that is turning Commu- 
nist 
eastern Europe into yet another 


rich market for Japan's exporters. 


Japan's total trade with eastern Eu- 


rope is still only about one fourth 
of 
its commerce with the Soviet Union, 


which is Japan's ncxtdoor neighbor. 


But Japanese trade with eastern Eu- 


rope multiplied nearly six times —from 
$38 6 million to $186.7 million — between 
1961 and 196D. When this year's figures 
tire published, they are expected to be 
double those of 1966 —a much faster rate 
of increase than in Soviet-Japanese 
trade

goods. The Communist consumer mar- 
kets, so long depressed, are beginning to 
expand and Japan wants part of the busi- 
ness. 


For the east Europeans, Japan has 


opened a back door to western tech- 
nology. The Communist governments 
need western patents, processes and 
know-how if they are to modernize their 
industry so it can 
compete 
on 
west- 


ern markets. 


Because of political restrictions, east 


European trade with the United States 
lias lagged. But Japan knows all the 
20th century secrets and is willing to 
share them—for a price. 


But the problems are the same as in 


eastern Europe's trade with other devel- 
oped nations: 


— T h e Communists' manufactured 


goods seldom can compete in the West. 
So East European exports to Japan so 
far have consisted of fuel and raw mate- 
rials, including pig iron, coal and petro- 
leum Such items as machine tools from 
Chechoslovakia are only beginning to be 
expoi led to Japan in any quantity. 


—Eastern Europe's limited reserves of 


convertible currency have forced it to 
seek credits from the Japanese. But the 
Japanese have been cautious and are re- 


ported to be cool toward requests from 
Poland, Hungary, Bulgaria and Yugos- 
lavia for long-term bank loans. 


Japanese exports so far have been 


mostly heavy machinery, although cars 
are winning a share of the east European 
market, Czechoslovakia, for instance, 
bought 3,000 Toyotas in 1969. 


Poland is the most active Japanese 


trading partner, with $57 7 million worth 
of business in 1969. Under a recent deal, 
three Japanese trading firms gave Po- 
land $100 million in credit to buy indus- 
trial machinery, in exchange for nearly 
30 million tons of Polish coking coal over 
the next 10 years. 


East German-Japanese trade amounts 


to $36.8 million and Romania and Japan 
do $36.5 million annually. Hungary, 
which is doing a booming business in 
western Europe, trades lightly with Ja- 
pan—only $101 million worth in 1969.

Rick Du Brow 
Book Tells Garland's Life 


HOLLYWOOD UPI - "The Other Side 


of the Rainbow" is a new book by Mel 
Tonne about the late Judy Garland, fo- 
cusing on her famous but short-lived one- 
hour CBS-TV variety series that began in 
1063. 


Torme, of course, is the gifted singer 


whose career has also included acting, 
composing, arranging — and writing. He 
has written episodes for "The Virginian" 
and "Run for Your Life" video series, 
and starred in both. He wrote a Western 
novel, "Dollarhide,'1 under the pseudo- 
nym Wesley Butler Wyatt. He has done 
articles for various publications about 
sports cars, movies, guns and World War 
I aviation. 


A longtime friend of Miss Garland, he 


was the special musical material writer 
and advisor on her CBS-TV series. And 
some important early reviews agree that 
Torme's book is a vivid, compassionate 
and authoritative look at a highly com- 
plex woman, a show business account no- 
ticeably lacking in pretense. Says Mick- 
ey Rooney: "Mel had the guts to relive 
the story our hearts were too full to re- 
call." 


Why did Torme write the book? 
"Several reasons," he says. "I was in- 


timately involved with Judy for nine 
months on a working level. I got to know 
her innermost thoughts and problems. 
Immediately after the show was finished, 
her career took an extreme nosedive. I 
kept reading about debacles all over the 
world. 


"She loved performing but was fright- 


ened to death of performing in front of 
people. So I thought it would be good to 
explain the past and what had happened. 
She didn't just wake up one morning and 
decide: 'I'll be two hours late for my act 
tonight.' 


"I wanted to write the book right 


away. But I also wanted to be objective 
and not do it when she was down. I kept 
waiting for her to escalate again. But she 
didn't, and then she died." 


Torme describes his book as "very 


little editorializing — mostly reportage." 
He says: "Judy had an incredible coterie 
of cultist fans. Yet I've got only a few 
letters against the book. You know, 
they'd say 'How could you?' Look, she 
was incomparable, but there's something 
sick about deifying people as if they 
were God. There's nothing wrong with 
adulation, but it must be tempered with 


realistic sense. 


"With Judy, much of her appeal was 


her fragility. But a lot of people went to 
see her in her later concert hall era the 
way a lot of sickles to to an auto race 
hoping to see an accident." 


Torme feels television was a particu- 


larly difficult medium for Miss Garland 
because of its rigorous demands 
and 


pressing deadlines.

Plant To 
Convert 
Coal To Gas 


CHICAGO (UPD - Coal, scorned as 


an air polluter, is to undergo conversion 
into cleaner burning gas at an ex- 
perimental plant being built on Chicago's 
South Side, 


The plant once more identifies Ilbnois 


with coal. It will be approximately 75 
miles northeast of the first seam of coal 
discovered in America — 103 years be- 
fore the nation was born. 


The plant is being developed by the Il- 


linois Institute of Technology, at a cost of 
$7 million. Three tons of coal will be con- 
sumed per hour at the plant to produce 
1.5 million cubic feet of gas every day. 
Sulfur, a major source of air pollution, is 
to be recovered in a solid elemental 
form. 


IF THE EXPERIMENT works out, a. 


palh may be found out of the dilemma of 
an abundance of coal and a shortage of 
clean air. An industrial nation must have 
coal, according to Encyclopaedia Brit- 
annica, 
other 
fuels notwithstanding. 


There just isn't any reasonable substi- 
tute But there is plenty of it. 


In North America alone, chiefly in the 


United States, more than two trillion tons 
of coal remain to be mined. 


The nation's coal production has been 


running at about 555 million tons a year. 
At that rate the resources should last 
through, say, June of the year 5573, 
which by coincidence would be the 3900th 
anniversary of the discovery of coal near 
what is now Utica, 111. 


In 1673, Marquette and Joliet noted 


"charbon de terra" near the Illinois Riv- 
er A few years later Fr. Louis Henne- 
pin, chaplain of La Salle's expedition, 
published a map of the area showing a 
"cole mine." 


ILLINOIS LONG HAS been among the 


leading coal stales and recently produc- 
tion has increased Last month mines in 
21 Illinois counties yielded 5,654,579 tons, 
an increase of 128,507 tons from the year 
before. 


The experimental plant at 3500 S. Pu- 


laski, to be dedicated Thursday, is sched- 
uled to get into full operation by March. 
Plans call for the new gas product to 
become a commercial operation in 1977. 


Coal already is heavily used by anoth- 


er power supplier and onetime com- 
petitor — electricity. This has produced 
a wry situation. As more people switched 
from coal to electricity, there was great- 
er demand for coal by the electric utili- 
ties. 


Overall consumption since 1967 among 


these coal burners has risen 15 per cent. 
Commonwealth Edison Co., Chicago, is a 
case in point. This supplier of electricity 
is burning about 18 million tons of coal 
annually, twice as much as 20 years ago.

2) Both the child and his parents must 


be informed of the child's right to be rep- 
resented by a lawyer. If they are unable 
to afford a lawyer, one will be appointed 
by the court unless the child and his par- 
ents waive the right to legal representa- 
tion. 


3) The child must be informed of his 


right to remain si'ent. 


JUVENILE CASES which are brought 


to trial are heard in a specially desig- 
nated court. In Illinois, Juvenile Court 
hears most cases involving the care, cus- 
tody, and discipline of girls under 18 
years of age and boys under 17 years o£ 
age 
who are 
either 
dependent or 


delinquent. The philosophy of the court in 
the case of the delinquent is to rehabili- 
tate rather than punish, explains the 
ISBA. 


Accordingly, the Juvenile Court is di- 


vided into two parts — an Adjudicatory 
hearing or trial of the charges and, if 
necessary, a Dispositional hearing, at 
which the judge decides what is to be 
done with a child who is found to have 
committed an alleged offense Neither 
the hearings nor the records of the hear- 
ings are open to the general public. 


If the child is found delinquent, de- 


pendent, or otherwise in need of super- 
vision during the first hearing, a second 
informal hearing is scheduled. At that 
time the judge may ask probation offi- 
cers, social workers, psychiatrists and 
other individuals to investigate the situ- 
ation and report their findings to the 
court. 


Based on the evidence, the judge will 


decide whether the best interests of the 
child and society are served by placing 
him on probation, in the care of his fami- 
ly under court guidance, or in a juvenile 
home. 


WHATEVER THE decision, the juve- 


nile offender is charged simply with hav- 
ing committed a delinquent act whereas 
adults are charged with a specific crime, 
such as theft or vandalism.

However through study they have hired 
a company they will not have to pay un- 
til 1972 It seems likely that there aie 
also urban planners who operate under

If you're a political candidate, cam- 


paigning must seem much like gently tip- 
toeing through a minefield of political 
dangers Such explosives as the loaded 
question and the unpronounceable last 
name are planted near the surface, and 
a false step can mean egg on both your 
face and the American flag you carry 


A recent victim of such an occupation- 


al hazard was Richard Martwick, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Cook County super- 
intendent of schools The mine was un- 
wittirigly stet by two of his friends 


THE OCCASION was a $50-a-plate 


fund-raising gala in Chicago From the 
dias a string of well-known Democrats 
toasted Martwick's educational and lead- 
ership qualifications 


Ruby Ryan, a County Board member, 


praised Martwick and concluded hei 
tribute with glowing words for his lovely 
wife and children 


Not to be out-boasted, County Clerk 


Edward Barrett heaped on more praise, 
and he, too, threw a verbal bouquet to- 
wards Mrs Martwick 


Alas, though, there is no Mrs Mart- 


wick 
As Martwick's public relations 


man stifled a smile, the next speaker 
joked that Barrett was going out of his 
way to peddle another marriage license 


It's been a tough race for Maitwick It 


began when the big-shouldered and af- 
fable fellow replaced William Vernon on 
••he ticket It seemed that Vernon lacked 
proper certification to serve as county 
superintendent 


Second, Martwick is running against a 


36-year-old dynamo named Robert Han- 
rahan, who has been running the county 
office as though every day for the past 
four years were election day. 


HANRAHAN'S OFFICE lead the devel- 


opment of the Cook County Council on 
Drug Abuse, held discussion on student 
unrest, set up a Teacher's Advisory 
Council and generally tried to meet local 
educational needs 


Also, Hanrahan has produced a flood of 


informational services, mcludng two tele- 
vision 
documentaries 
on educational 


needs He's also encouraged the press to 
actively follow the growth of his office 
since he ousted veteran Noble Puffer 
four years ago 


Against such a barrage of services and 


information, Martwick can only boast 
about his record at Ridgewood High 
School in Norndge, where he is director 
of developmental, remedial and accelera- 
ted reading, as well as the athletic direc- 
tor and football coach 


Hanrahan sticks to his own record and 


doesn't mention Martwick He stresses 
that educational change can't affoid to 
stand still for a moment

American Education Week, Hanrahan 
pleads for involvement to overcome a

with patronge employes His favorite tar- 
get is eight recently hired assisant su-

"Patronage" is becoming orte of those

Hanrahan does have several 


noted local Republicans, 
specifically 


Richard Cowen and Wendell Jones on his 
payroll (Cowen as a paittime legal ad 
viser, Jones as an assistant superintend- 
ent 


However, the office employes other 


persons who have no special party loyal 
ty You don't need a GOP key to get into 
Hanrahan's office (although it doesn't 
hurt) Hanrahan's main criteria seem to 
be ability, not party loyalty 


ANOTHER MARTWICK taiget has 


been a study which revealed glaring 
problems in the office But Hanrahan or 
derted the study, and he's worked to cor- 
rect the faults the study uncovered 


On Nov 3, Hanrahan will probably be 


voted back into office by a large margin 
A Democratic sweep (unexpected) could 
pull Martwick close 


Two other non educational factors will 


affect the outcome Firs*, Hanrahan has 
a last name which should be a political 
asset He's no relation to Edward Hanra- 
han, the Democratic state's attorney for 
Cook County, but many voters won't re- 
alize the difference 


Second, voters will be marking Hanra- 


han or Martwick votes for a post called 
' superintendent of educational service 
retion," not "Cook County superintend- 
ent " County superintendents in smalle- 
counties are combining offices hence the

Second, a trustee touched briefly upon 


the village's plans to create an environ- 
mental control board to preserve and 
protect Palatine's environment 


Third, the entire board unanimously 


passed a resolution to support the anti- 
pollution bond issue of the Nov 3 elec- 
tion 


These things coming all at once 


seemed like a breath of fresh air filling 
the room. 


IT'S ONE THING for individual citi- 


zens and lay groups such as PEP (Pollu- 


tion and Environmental Problems) to get 
behind the ball, but when the village fa- 
thers lend their support to a cause, it 
seems to carry that much more weight 


Each of these three points are feathers 


in the cap of a village which has, and is 
leading the way in the fight against pol- 
lution 


Palatine was the first community in 


the Northwest suburbs to pass an ordi 
nance banning leaf burning With the 
same foresight, the village is now on its 
way to being one of few municipalities m 
the state, or even the Midwest for that 
matter, to have an environmental control 
board 


Most important, however is that each 


of the three points taken up at Mondaj's 
meeting made good sense 


The new vehicle stickers, for example, 


will benefit the entire village if in no oth 
er way than by familiarizing every car 
owner with the ecology emblem to the 
point where that emblem will become na 
ture in his mind 


The environmental control board will 


have as many beneficial effects on the 
community as problems it will be faced 
with Its job is self-descriptive and its 
worth is just as obvious 


AND BY PASSING a resolution to sup 


port the $75 million anti-pollution bond 
issue, the village board is not only think 
mg of saving taxpayers money, but of 
the need to clean up the rivers and 
streams of Illinois — not one of which is 
considered unpolluted 


The action of the village shows both 


foresight and concern And in months to 
come no one will be justified in saying 
that no attempt has been made to protect 
the enivronment of 26000 people by a 
group which deserves a big "E" for ef- 
fort in our environment.

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Dead Fireman's Ex-Wife Sued Over Pension 


The City of Des Plaines has filed suit 


against the former wife of a deceased 
DCS Flames fireman to recover part of 
the pension paid to her as guardian of 
their two children, 


Mrs. 
Jean Hansen of Des Plaines, 


whoso former husband died of cancer in 
IOH8 while a member of the fire depart- 
ment force, has been caught in the 
middle of what officials describe as a 
friendly suit between the city and the 
trustees of the firemen's pension fund. 
But she doesn't feel there is anything 
friendly about it. 


If the city gets its way in court, Mrs. 


Hansen may have to repay about $1,800 
she has received from the pension board, 
money which the city claims was paid to 
her illegally for the support of the two 
children, Laura. 8, and Jeffrey, 5. She 
t.ays she doesn't have the money and 
couldn't possibly pay it back. 


If MRS. HANSEN, 27. had been mar- 


ried to her husband, Leonard, at the time 
of his death, she and the children would 
l>e receiving 40 per cent of his salary as 
a pension But the two were divorced in 
I 
l'fi6 and she was awarded custody of the 
children. The children, however, lived 
with her husband until his death in April 
of tO'if), when Mrs Hansen took custody 
of the children. She applied for a pension 
for the children and was awarded 12 per 
cent of her former husband's monthly 
salary for each child. 


The pension board decided on the 12 


per cent figure despite advice from City 
Atty. Robert DiLeonardi that Mrs. Han- 
spn by law should get only eight per cent 
tor each child, according to the board's 
secretary, Capt. David Wolf of the Des 
t'Liines Fire Department, 


"In the opinion of the majority of the

board," Wolf said of the March 1969 
meeting when the pension was voted, 
"the statute did not set out clearly how 
we should treat a situation like this." 


THE BOARD STUCK to its decision, 


Wolf said, despite a subsequent letter 
from DiLeonardi asking the trustees to 
reconsider.

court. 


Even if the court awards the city a 


recovery of the alleged over payment, 
Michaels said, the city council could lat- 
er decide not to collect it. 


WOLF SAID the board thought the 


higher pension was the right thing to do 
and went ahead despite legal advice to 
the contrary. 


"We don't dodge any issues. We've got- 


ten that reputation," he said. "Where 
other boards tend to make snap judg- 
ments, we don't." 


Mrs. Hansen told the Herald/Day that 


she expects to pay about $200 in legal 
fees to defend herself in the suit. Her fire 
department pension payments for the 
children now total $165 a month.

Des> Plaines City Clerk Eleanor Rohr- 


baclt Tuesday lashed out at Cook County 
'Clerk Edward J. Barrett for his ruling 
that suburbanites cannot register for the 
Dec. 13 Illinois constitutional referendum 
at city and village halls. 


Mrs. 
Rohrbach, who heads the 312- 


member Municipal Clerks of Illinois as- 
sociation, said Barrett's recent ruling,

ship offices or ui downtown Chicago, is 
"n real Injustice to the suburban voter." 


She said the reason Barrett's office is 


not allowing suburban cities and vil- 
lages to register residents for the con- 
stitutional election because his office is 
too inefficient to handle the number of 
registrations in time for the election. 


MRS. 
ROHRBACH also charged that 


30.000 new registrations for the upcoming 
Nov. 3 election have not yet been pro- 
cessed by the office county clerk. 


"That's because they have patronage 


workers and nobody down there know's 
what the hell they're doing," she said. 


A spokesman for Barrett denied Mrs. 


Rohrbach's charges and said the county 
clerk Is following provisions of a state 
law which amended election statutes to 


allow sign ups for the Dec. 15 election. 


That amendment, the spokesman said, 


applied only to the county clerk's office 
in Cook County and not to the municipal 
clerks, who are deputy registrars for 
Barrett. 


Mrs. Rohrbach was busy yesterday fir- 


ing off letters to other Cook County 
clerks, to state legislators and to Barrett 
himself complaining about the ruling. 
She also sent one letter to incumbent 
Barrett's election opponent, Republican 
Robert 0. Atcher, saying "we need a 
change and you are our answer." 


TO BARRETT, she said, "It is beyond 


my understanding why your office should 
close the offices of city and village clerks 
during such an important registration pe- 
riod . ." 


According to Mrs. Rohrbach, Barrett 


-sent a letter to Cook County municipal 
clerks in July, advising them that they 
could sign up residents for the Dec. 15 
referendum between Nov. 17 and Nov. 30. 
She said she had passed that information 
on to between 300 and 400 unregist-red 
Des Plaines residents who inquired about 
signing up for the referendum vote. 


In her letter to Atcher, Mrs. Rohrbach 


said, "If there is any way that the Cook 


County suburban clerks organizations 
can assist you in your campaign for 
county clerk, please get in touch with 
me." 


She also suggested that Barrett's rul- 


ing on the constitutional election could be 
an issue for Atelier's campaign 


Mrs. Anne Evans. 4th District Con- 


stitutional Convention delegate, yester- 
day said the decision by Barrett will be a 
"nuisance" 
to unregistered suburban 


residents who want to vote Dec 15. 


"IT SEEMS TO ME that it would be a 


very good idea to make it clear that this 
decision has been made by the county 
clerk and is his responsibility," said Mrs, 
Evans, a Des Plaines resident. 


"I think there could be some pressure 


put on him by people who are upset," 
she said. 


According to the spokesman for Bar- 


rett's office, unregistered suburbanites 
will be able to sign up for the Dec. 15 
election at township clerks' offices be- 
tween Nov 5 and Nov. 17 and at Bar- 
rett's County Building office, 118 N.

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Proper Lighting Essential To Studying 


How good is the lighting in your chil- 


dren's study area? 


In these days of supercharged educa- 


tion, students of all ages are spending 
more time at their desks. Yet, in a re- 
cent study of more than 100 homes, con- 
ducted by the Chicago Lighting Institute, 
not one had a properly lighted study 
area. 


Proper lighting is the most important 


part of any study center. Without proper 
lighting the student finds study most 
difficult. Eye fatigue, headaches, water- 
ing of the eyes and that sleepy feeling 
are the most common effects of in- 
adequate lighting. 


The area in which your child studies 


must provide a comfortable visual sur- 
rounding. Light colored walls, ceiling 
and floor reflect light and thus provide a 
uniform distribution of light throughout 
the room. A fixture with three 60 watt 
bulbs mounted in the center of the ceil- 
ing, does an excellent job of spreading 
light into otherwise dark corners. 


THE DESK SHOULD be light colored 


and have a non-glossy pastel colored top. 
A white piece of paper or page in a book 
will cause too much contrast if placed on 
'a dark top. A glossy or glass top will 
reflect too much light into the eyes. 
These conditions cause fatigue. 


The Lighting Institute recommends 


that the desk be placed against a light 
colored wall. If the wall is dark, a light 
colored peg or bulletin board should bfe 
used. The purpose of the light color is to 
reflect light back onto the desk top 
where it is needed. 


The desk should not be placed in front 


of a window. During the day, the window 
will serve as a distraction from study. In 
the evening, light will be lost out the win- 
dow. If the student must face a window, 
a shade, drapery or Venetian blind 
is suggested to reduce the direct glare. 


GENERAL LIGHTING in the room is 


not enough. It must be supplemented 
with a good desk lamp. However, there 
are far too many desk lamps on the mar- 


ket today that are inadequate for study 
purposes. The Chicago Lighting Institute 
has set down the following criteria to 
help you select a good study lamp: 


1. The lamp should be equipped with a 


200 watt light bulb. 


2. The lamp should provide light in all 


directions (i.e., top, bottom and sides of 
the shade). 


3. Tire bottom of the shade should be at 


eye level when placed on a desk. 


4. The shade should be light in color 


and have a white lining. 


5. The bottom of the shade should have 


a minimum diameter of 16 inches for 
desk applications and a minimum of 18 
inches for floor lamp use. 


6. A glass or plastic refracting bowl 


should be under the lamp socket to 
spread the light out from the base and to 
the edges of the work area. 


These specifications conform to th'e Il- 


luminating Engineering Society and the 
Better Light Better Sight recommenda- 
tions. 


IF A STUDY LAMP has most of these 


features, you can be assured that your 
child has the right light to study by. 


How to provide light for studying is the 


subject of a new eight-page booklet an- 
nounced by the Chicago Lighting In- 
stitute. 


Using both text and 
illustrations. 


"Learning With Light" decribes the im- 
portance of good lighting for studying 
and tells a variety of ways in which it 
can be achieved. 


The booklet discusses the important 


factors involved in creating a study cen- 
ter for the student. Among features given 
attention are the furniture and its sur- 
roundings, the quantity and quality of the 
light required, and the design and place- 
ment of suitable lighting equipment. 
Both incandescent and fluorescent light- 
ing systems are described.

Need Reverence In Sex Education

NEW YORK (UPI) —Few issues con- 


cerning the classroom have created such 
furor as the one on whether to teach sex 
education and if so how best to go about 
the "facts of life" as a school course. 


Sam Levenson, the celebrated humor- 


ist, author and former teacher, has 
spelled out an approach that parents, 
public and teachers well might listen to. 


Levenson, assessing the pros and cons 


of the whole business, is pro the teach- 
ing, anti the making a big deal out of the 
teaching. 


Said Levenson, "If you are going to 


teach a child about the nature of human 
life, it is essential that from the minute 
he begins to 'wonder' he be introduced 
bit by bit to the wonder of life and of 
love. Unless you have transmitted to the 
child an attitude of reverence, you have 
merely been discussing plumbing." 


"THE HOME," he continues, "is the 


first and most influential school. The 
way parents treat each other in the liv- 
ing room will help the child to under- 
stand life in the bedroom." 


Levenson's views on sex education 


were included in a speech he made at the 
national PTA convention and are ex- 
cerpted In the association's current PTA 
magazine. It's called "Sense about Sex." 


"Any attempt to tench sex as a subject 


apart from love and marriage demeans 
human life," says Levenson. "Man is 
not an animal. He has a soul. Little chil- 
dren can understand soul, feeling, heart. 
On these terms sex education can be in- 
cluded In the curriculum. 


"So much depends on who's doing the 


teaching," Levenson told the convention. 


"WE NEED PEOPLE in front of the 


class with a passion for life yet not 
afraid to speak of the human body in 
terms of eternal goals. I believe too that 
parents should defend and pass along to 
their children their own religious, ethic- 
al, cultural and family traditions con- 
cerning love and marriage." 


Levenson reminded that there are 


"other teachers of sex, outside the class- 
room, who are in competition with us for 
the minds of our children — TV, radio, 
newspapers, 
movies, theater, 
books, 


records, fashions, cosmetics — who are 
concerned with the young as a market! 


"Teen-agers will become involved in 


sexual experiences. The best we can do 
for them is to give them a philosophy 
that will help them handle the lust for 
life with dignity ..."

What's Really Off-Color?

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - A number of 


ivjders liave written in lately to com- 
plain about off-color material on tele- 
Uiion. 


It would be easy to brand these par- 


ticular readers as little old ladies in ten- 
ni« shoes. But they are not. A thread of 
t,i>to and intelligence runs through their 
Ict'.t'i';,. For not a single one of them 
complained of frankness, even sexual 
frankness, in legitimate theatrical cir- 
cumstances. What they were upset about 
was outright crudeness. 


I think they have a point. And nowhere 


k the crudeness more offending than In 
some of the talk shows. The juvenile in- 
nuendo, the leering double entendre on 
these programs are often nauseating be- 
cause they are accompanied not by re- 
lieving or justifying wit, but, rather, by 
sales pitches and trivial talk of the most 
asinino kind. Most talk shows are out- 
right setbacks for the human race. 


IN THE AREA OF more obvious per- 


missiveness, off-color television material 
is a matter of opinion. For example, 
even at its vulgar worst, video is a vir- 
tual Disneyland when compared to the 
stage and movies. Yet there is no doubt 
television is more frank than before. 


•• Do you remember, for instance, when 
Elvis Presleys' gyrations on CBS-TV's 


Ed Sullivan show caused a national up- 
roar? Now the event seems ludicrously 
innocent in retrospect, and particularly 
in comparison wth the gyrations seen al- 
most nightly on video. 


And what about that gorgeous Scandi- 


navian blonde who, in pushing Noxema 
shaving cream, urged men (while referr- 
ing to their beards, of course) to "take it 
off — take it all off"? Since then, com- 
mercials have sometimes been so sug- 
gestive that they descended into tack- 
iness. Maybe an enlightened despotism is 
the best government after all. 


THRERE ARE, OF COURSE, more 


opportunities nowadays to see frank for- 
eign movies such as "La Dolce Vita" on 
television. But there are those of us who 


would argue that art is itt> own justifica- 
tion for being, whereas television quiz 
shows are unadorned vulgarity with no 
socially redeeming qualities. 


As I say, it's all relative. Unmotivated 


violence on television is, to this viewer, 
pure pornography. And the only thing on 
video that is unquestionably more vulgar 
and degrading to the human spirit is the 
unending string of political commercials 
by election figures offering themselves to 
the populace like so many pain and head- 
ache relievers. The emotional opportun- 
ism, oversimplification and showbiz as- 
pects of these political spot announce- 
ments are utterly unspeakable, and no 
nation that claims to be civilized should 
permit them.

Bifocals Cause 
Pain In Neck 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Bifocal glasses 


can be a pain for anyone who reads a lot 
or does more than the usual amount of 
neck-cranning.

form of arthritis in the neck. The results 
of the study, by Dr. Ernest W. Johnson 
and Claire V. Wolfe, of the Ohio State 
University, are reported in Medical 
World News The investigators believe 
the reading lens at the bottom of the bi- 
focals causes wearers to arch their necks 
upwards and their heads backwards, 
compressing nerve roots in the spinal 
column at the neck.

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The Drug Culture Is Adults', Too ...

Adults often ignore the fact that they 


are on drugs Yes, we live in a drug cul- 
ture Everyone who uses coffee, tea, 
colas, tobacco and alcohol is really using 
soft drugs You can add to this the "go 
pills," most of the sleeping pills and the 
tranquillzers 


Coffee Isn't just a mild drug It con- 


tam!> cafflne which is a powerful stimu- 
lant to the brain It can cause nervous- 
ness or make a nervous person more 
anxious Using large amounts of coffee 
— five or more cups a day — contributes 
markedly to stimulating the whole body 
This may Increase the resting heart rate 
by as much as 20 beats per minute In 


some people it may even cause irregula- 
rities of the heart 


Dr Oglesby Paul of Chicago reports 


that this much coffee is associated with a 
higher rate of heart attacks Other in- 
vestigators have reported increased out- 
pouring of hormones from the adrenal 
glands In young healthy men after drink- 
ing moderate amounts of coffee These 
are the same hormones that are in- 
creased in stress and some think they 
contribute to artery disease Coffee also 
increases the amount of dangerous fats 
(tnglycendes) in the bloodstream 


A heavy coffee drinker often 
has 


"burning in the pit of the stomach " If 
the doctor doesn't think about this 
frequent cause, the patient gets ex-

pensive X rays of the stomach, gall blad- 
der and sometimes the colon These usu- 
ally show nothing that would account for 
the patient's complaint Eventually, the 
doctor decides the patient is nervous and 
prescribes tianquihzers The patient goes 
home and washes down tanquihzers with 
several cups of stimulating coffee Usual- 
ly the problem will go away if coffee is 
stopped Some people are particularly 
sensitive to coffee and even two cups a 
day can cause them to have stomach 
trouble 


Stopping coffee is easy You can sim- 


piy substitute a caffme-free product You 
can get it in the freeze -dry form if you 
wish If you have been a heavy coffee 
drinker and stop abruptly, you may have 
withdrawal reactions These include ex- 
cessive drowsiness and often a severe 
headache The headache can be relieved 
with one cup of regular coffee 


coffee altogether — or using a caffme — 


For this reason I usually advise cutting 


down to one cup a day, then stopping 
free product if desired Better still is to 
switch to fruit juice 


Tea and particularly colas have sim- 


ilar effects, especially on the digestion, 
and should be limited

Commonwealth Edison Co, earnings in 


the first nine months of 1970 were $2.12 a 
common share, compared with $2.24 in 
the comparable period of 1969, as net in- 
c o m e declined 
to $95,837,000 from 


$99,072,000. 


Chairman J. Harris Ward said a rate 


increase received in July helped to stop 
an earnings decline which began last No- 
vember, but he said the increase is in- 
adequate to sustain long-term progress. 


"Costs rising faster than our increase 


in business have kept earnings down," 
Ward said. "We have begun burning low 
sulfur coal and oil in large amounts, and 
current nine-month fuel costs have been 
pushed up 31 per cent over the first nine 
months of 1969. Interest costs for the 1970 
period increased 42 per cent, state and 
local taxes 11 per cent, and purchased 
power 57 per cent." 


According to Ward, kilowatt-hour sales 


to ultimate consumers in the first nine 
months of this year gained 8 per cent 
over the same period of 19G9 as electric 
operating revenues rose to $660,286,000 
from $600,028,000. The revenue gain was 
attributed partly to the rate increase and 
partly to the fuel adjustment clause in 
rate schedules which, after a lag, passes 
fuel cost increases along to customers.

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Creating Pension 
Plans For Wives 
GLADSTONE REALTY, REALTORS 


Just as tax planning may help the indi- 


vidual ease his federal income tax bur- 
den, so, too, there may be avenues lead- 
ing to retirement income for wives, said 
Commerce Clearing House. 


Since the basic idea of some plans is 


obviously to manipulate income so the 
spouse can take advantage of tax law 
benefits, the Internal Revenue Service 
looks at these plans critically. 


There is nothing in the tax law pre- 


venting a wife from being an employe of 
a sole proprietorship owned by her 
husbnnd. As an employe, a wife would 
be entitled to distributions from a pen- 
sion plan if she met all the requirements 
of the plan and applicable law. However, 
code restrictions prevent her from being 
entitled to social security, 


One practical point is paramount here, 


CCH said. If the wife's compensation was 
excessive and the contributions to the 
pension plan were based on a percentage 
of her compensation, the plan would be 
regarded as discriminatory. This would 
mean, of course, that the plan could not 
be qualified and the contributions on bo- 
half of the wife would be taxed to her at 
once (unless her rights were subject to a 
substantial risk of forfeiture). 


A WIFE CAN also be a member of a 


partnership with her husband. As a part- 
ner, she would be able to get retirement 
benefits 
through 
the self-employment 


tax, but she would lose eligibility to 
share in pension plan distributions be- 
cause these plans are created for the ex- 
clusive benefit of employes. 


CCH said a partner is not considered 


an employe by the IRS. Self-employment 
income includes a partner's distributive 
share of partnership income. Validity of 
the partnership for this purpose is deter- 
mined by reference to federal income tax 
law and standards, not by reference to 
local law. 


Therefore, so long as the wife has a 


valid partnership interest (whether ac- 
quired by a gift or by purchase), the 
partnership will be recognized for in- 
come tax purposes, at least where the 
partnership is one in which capital is a 
material income-producing factor. 


Thus, if husband and wife are bona 


fide partners, each reports his dis-

tributive share of the partnership earn- 
ings for income tax as well as for self- 
employment tax purposes. In this way a 
wife can qualify for social security cov- 
erage. 


CCH issued a word of caution in terms 


of the wife's distributive share. 
That 


share must be determined with due re- 
gard to her compensate services and 
capital interest and those of her husband. 
If the wife's distributive share is ex- 
cessive for the services she performs or 
in relation to her capital interest, the 
excess will be allocated to the husband . 
.. and taxable to him. 


What about a husband and wife in a 


"corporation" situation? 


If the wife is employed as an employe 


by the corporation her husband controls, 
she would be entitled to participate in a 
pension or profit-sharing plan and would 
be eligible for social security coverage. 


However, CCH said, the same road- 


blocks exist here as would apply in 
the case of the employe of a sole proprie- 
torship.

• Schaumburg topped the list of Chicago 
metropolitan area communities in the 
number of single-family housing starts in 
September, according to the most recent 
Bell Federal Savings Survey of New 
Building. 


Schaumburg led with a total of 381 


siagle-f amily home permits issued during 
the month. Other area home building 
leaders include: Hanover Park, 324 per- 
mits; Bolingbrook, 321; Tinley Park, 315; 
Romeoville, 255; Arlington Heights, 193; 
Downers Grove, 158; Naperville, 134; 
South Holland, 113; and Northbrook, 99. 


Naperville led in the number of apart- 


ment permits issued in September with 
284. Next was Hammond, Ind., with 177 
units; followed by Griffith, Ind., 175; 
Waukegan, 134; and Morton Grove, 117. 


For the second consecutive month, 


single-family homes, in the Chicago met- 
ropolitan artea, exceeded the volume of 
the corresponding months of last year, 
according to the survey. 


The reported number of apartment 


permits, however, declined 35 per cent 
from September, 1969. 


According to the survey, a total of 


3,665 new housing units was recorded in 
September, 1970, a decrease of 14 per 
cent from the 4,300 tallied for September, 
1969. 


The survey reported a total of 1,576 


single family homes last month while 
September, 1969 recorded only 1,405. 


Multiple units decreased from 2,895 in 


September last year to 1,889 this year. 


Year to date apartment volume stood 


at the end of September, 1970 a 17,188 
units, ntearly 8,900 starts short of the 
26,073 multiple units reported during the 
first nine months of 1969. 


Single-family home permits issued dur- 


ing the first nine months of 1970 totaled 
10,249, approximately 4,000 below the 
14,252 homes reported during the same 
period in 1989. 


Permits for all new housing, for the 


first nine months of 1970, totaled 27,437, 
32 per cent below the 40,325 units iteport- 
ed during the comparable months of 
1969. 


Illinois Banks

Illinois banks were providing farmers 


with more credit and other financial ser- 
vices than any other lenders at the be- 
ginning of this year, according to Robert 
L. Walton, president, Farmers and Mer- 
chants State Bank of Bushnell. He repre- 
sents the Illinois Bankers Association as 
chairman of its committee of agricul- 
ture. During 19GD, the banks maintained 
their leadership in agricultural credit 
services. 


Based on the 29th annual farm lending 


summary of the agricultural and rural 
affairs committee of the American Bank- 
ers Association, Walton reported that at 
the beginning of the year, Illinois banks 
were helping farmers with $950 million in 
loans, 2 per cent more than a year pre- 
vious. This total included ?689 million in 
production loans and $261 million in farm 
mortgages. At the same time, $337 mil- 
lion in farm loans was held by life insur-

eral Land Banks; $158 million by Pro- 
duction Credit Associations; and $28 mil- 
lion in non-real estate loans, plus $7 mil- 
lion in real estate loans by the Fanners 
Home Administration. About 79 per cent 
of the non-real estate credit extended by 
lending institutions to Illinois farmers 
came from banks. 


The increased use of credit by farm- 


ers, according to Walton has been ac- 
companied by a substantial gain in the 
total assets of farm families. Therefore, 
in the aggregate, the equity position of 
farmers, contrary to public opinion, is 
being maintained at a 'satisfactory level. 
Nationally, farm families have $249 bil- 
lion of their own funds invested in agri- 
culture. This represents 81 per cent of 
the total capital requirements of farm- 
ers. 


Walton stressed the importance of 


farmers and bankers working closely to- 
gether to improve farm financial ar- 
rangements. He reported that nine out of 
10 insured banks throughout the country 
had agricultural loans outstanding, with 
nearly 85 per cent of the 1,110 banks in 
Illinois extending credit to farmers.

They answered questions from four 


newsmen: William N. Clark, assistant to 
the publisher of the Chicago Tribune; 
Edwin Darby, financial editor of the Chi- 
cago Sun-Times; Keith Felcyn, manager 
of Business Week Magazine's Chicago 
bureau; and John A. McWethy, editor of 
the Midwest section of the Wall Street 
Journal. 


Rising costs of labor, land, materials 


and financing were noted for residen 
tial, commercial and industrial real es- 
tate by the four real-estate counselors as 
they answered questions about prospects 
in the real estate market. Increases in 
labor contracts slated for next year are 
already built into some leases, according 
to Baird. 


"There is no indication that these 


prices are coming down," Baird said. He 
also noted, in the apartment market, 
where almost all new construction has 
been in the suburbs, a temporary glut of 
available units. 


The ample supply of apartments will 


disappear according to Shlaes. "If you 
compare the number, of apartment per- 
mits being issued, down 40 per cent from 
last year, you see a condition of shortage 
being created," he said. 


Baird predicted that in the collision be- 


tween rising housing costs and the desire 
for homes, people would turn to multi- 
family dwellings, including rental and 
condominium units. "When more funds 
become available, there will be more 
construction of lower income and luxury 
apartments," he said. "He foresees high- 
er land costs causing changes in land 
planning concepts, including smaller lot 
sizes. 


The sluggish apartment market will 


gain strength in 1971, according to Baird. 
"The apartments that have stood up the 
best, as the market got softer, are those 
with amenities, such as recreational fa- 
cilities," he said. 


Sales of single family homes are pick- 


ing up, Baird said. "There are more 
properties on the market than in pre- 
vious years," he said, "There is good de- 
mand for homes, and also increased sav- 
ings. The savings and loans reflect this 
with more single-family loans available." 


On the subject of office rentals, the 


real estate counselors commented on ru- 
mors of lower rental rates to bolster a 
slow market. "There will be no reduction 
of rates," said Zoll. "Wage rates have 
increased extensively over the past two 
years, as well as materials." 


Borland does not foresee lower rates. 


"In addition to higher rates, we foresee 
an absorption of nil the space on the 
market, although it will take some 
time," he said.

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Billing Proposal Set For Hearing 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


proposed a far-reaching trade regulation 
rule governing retailers' billing prac- 
tices. 


In essence, major provisions of the 


proposed rule require that a creditor: 


Defer further billing statements on dis- 


puted charges until it has looked into and 
explained the facts to the customer. 


Credit all finance or other charges on a 


disputed billing to a customer's account, 
once the dispute is resolved in his favor. 


Give full particulars of the charges bil- 


led to the customer. 


Notify the customer before giving third 


parties adverse credit information con- 
cerning a disputed charge. 


In addition, a creditor issuing billing 


statements on a monthly basis must: 


Mail the statement at least 21 days be- 


fore the date it will impose finance or 
late charges for nonpayment. 


Post payments to a customer's account 


based on the day of actual receipt of pay- 
ment. 


Refund overages paid by customers 


unless the statement discloses that the 
excess payment may be refunded or 
credited to the customer's account, at his 
option.

Halloween Pumpkin Pickin 


Baked 


In A Pie 


It's Time To Feed 


The Ghosts 'N Goblins 


Boo! And a scary Halloween to you, 


too. 


While planning to have enough goodies 


for all the daffy devils and door-knocking 
ghosts, it might be nice to consider a 
special dessert for the home-grown gob- 
lins. 


And this treat will be no trick at all, 


for it begins with a completely baked, 
fresh frozen Apple Danish Coffee Cake. 
The frozen Danish is cut into twelve 
squares which are covered with a rich 
caramel mixture and sliced almonds. 
Pospicle sticks are added, and you're 
ready to treat the family with Daffy Ap- 
ples. 


A favorite with trick or treaters is the 


popcorn ball, put on a stick for easy eat- 
ing. This year there's a new twist. It's 
called Popcorn Uglies, and the idea is to 
decorate the balls with the ugliest faces 
you can scare up. Do. it with pieces of 
candy corn, candy wafers, chocolate 
chips and licorice laces dipped in syrup. 


DAFFY APPLES 


1 completely baked fresh 


frozen Apple Danish 


1 1/8 cups sugar 


6 tablespoons butter 


1/16 teaspoon salt 


% cup white corn syrup 
1% cups light cream 
% teaspoon vanilla 
1 % ounce package 


sliced almonds 


12 popslcle sticks 
Cut 
frozen apple Danish into 12 


squares. Place in freezer while making 
caramel. Blend next 4 ingredients in 
Mucepan. Stir In % cup of cream. Cook 
mixture to hard ball stage', stirring oc- 
casionally. 


Mix in remaining % cup of cream. 


Cook until caramel mixture is at the 
firm ball stage. Remove from heat. Stir 
in vanilla. Generously butter a piece of 
aluminum foil. Place 1 teaspoon of al- 
monds on the aluminum foil for each of 
the 12 Danish squares, approximately 3 
inches apart. Top each almond mound 
with 1 teaspoon of caramel. Place frozen 
Danish square on caramel and press 
lightly. Top each Danish square with 1 
tablespoon of caramel. Use small spatula 
to cover entire sides of Danish squares 
with caramel. (To keep caramel spread- 
able, set caramel pan in pan of hot wa- 
ter.) Roll Danish square sides in sliced 
almonds. Insert sticks. 


•Note: To test caramel, place a small 


amount of caramel mixture into a cup of 
cold water and shape into a ball to the 
desired cooked stage. 


POPCORN ON A STICK 


2/3 cup light or dark corn syrup 
2/3 cup sugar 


¥i teaspoon salt 
2 quarts popped corn 


Mix corn syrup, sugar and salt in 


heavy saucepan. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly, until mixture 
comes to a boil and boils 2 minutes. 
Gradually pour syrup over popped corn 
stirring constantly until evenly coated. 
With greased hands, shape Into balls or 
discs using as little pressure as possible. 
If popcorn mixture cools during shaping, 
place over low heat. Insert wooden stick 
into popcorn bal' or disc. Use your imag- 
ination to decorate. Makes 6 popcorn 
balls or 10 discs. 


Halloween is just one occasion for the 


traditional pumpkin and its most popular 
function — the pie. 


Every year since 1903, at that time of 


year "when the frost is on the punkin 
and the fodder's in the shock," the city 
of Circleville, Ohio, shuts up shop and 
concentrates on a Pumpkin Show. This is 
one of the big annual festivals of our 
country, "as American as pumpkin pie," 
and attracts some 300,000 participants 
and visitors.

Pumpkin pie eating, however, is 
the real attraction with a monster pump- 
kin pie five feet across as the star of the 
show. 


OVER THE YEARS the best recipes 


have been collected and printed in a 
souvenir pumpkin recipe booklet. There 
are pumpkin pies in variety, pumpkin 
cakes and cookies, pumpkin soup and 
pumpkin burgers. As every pumpkin pie 
baker knows, the filling can be seasoned 
with almost unlimited combinations of 
sweet spices, with some of the best bak- 
ers seasoning to taste. 


Many of Circleville's prize-winning 


pumpkin pie bakers have discovered that 
delicious and convenient blend of spices, 
pumkpin pie spice. Here, in one contain- 
er we have cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves 
and ginger. It is blended for pumpkin 
pie, above all, but this same blend of 
spices gives delightful aroma to cookies, 
spice calces, breakfast toast and buns. 
It's ideal for baked winter squash, mash- 
ed sweet-potatoes or candied carrots. 


Home economists of the American 


Spice Trade Association created this lus- 
cious recipe and named it Pickaway 
Pumpkin Pie in honor of the county 
which surrounds Circleville and the 
Pumpkin Show. Pumpkin Parfait is an- 
other flavorfully spiced pumpkin dessert. 


PICKAWAY PUMPKIN PIE 


1 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons pumpkin pie 


spice 


1 tablespoon flour 
3 eggs 
% teaspoon salt 
1V2 cups mashed cooked or 


canned pumpkin 


1 cup commercial sour cream 
Vz cup seedless raisins 
9-inch unbaked pie shell 


In a small mixing bowl combine sugar, 


pumpkin pie spice, flour and salt; set 
aside. In a medium-size mixing bow! 
beat eggs slightly. Blend in pumpkin, 
sour cream and raisins. Stir sugar mix- 
ture into pumpkin. Pour into pie shell. 
Bake in a pre-heated hot oven, 400 de- 
grees, for §0 minutes, or until a knife 
inserted into center comes out clean. 
Garnish with whipped cream, if desired. 
Yields one 9-inch pie. 


SPICED PUMPKIN PARFAIT 


2 cups mashed cooked or 


canned pumpkin 


2 tablespoons sugar 


IVz teaspoons pumpkin pie spice 
1% teaspoons pure vanilla extract

Prepare each package of dessert mix 
separately according to directions on la- 
bel. To one package, fold in pumpkin 
mixture. Place alternate layers of pump- 
kin mixture and dessert mix in parfait 
glasses. Top with whipped cream. Yields 
6 portions.

After weeks of planning and la- 
boring on the perfect costume, they're 
finally ready to make the rounds. The 
only question is — are you ready? 


One of the best ways of handling 


crowds 
carrying 
assorted decorated 


bags, pumpkins, boxes, hats or whatever 
manner of container they can find, is a 
large batch of cookies. 


It's easy if you can find a recipe that 


makes a large number of them. Two, 
three or four dozen won't begin to cover 
the situation unless you're prepared for 
lots of tricks, -but eight dozen should do 
it. Trick or treat cookies made with lard, 
brown sugar and chopped walnuts give 
thin, crisp delicious treats, says Reba 
Staggs, home economist with the Nation- 
al Live Stock and Meat Board. 


TRICK OR TREAT COOKIES 


3 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
'A teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon baking powder 


3/4 cup lard 
IVs cups brown sugar 


2 eggs 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 cup chopped walnuts 
Sift together flour, salt, soda and bak- 


ing powder. Cream lard and sugar; add 
eggs and vanilla. Add dry ingredients 
and nuts. Mix well. Divide dough in half 
and shape into two Vk inch diameter 
rolls and wrap in waxed paper. Chill, 
slice 14 inch thick and bake on ungreased 
cooky sheets in hot oven (400 degrees) 8 
to 10 minutes. Yields 8 dozen.

In The Pennsylvania 


Dutch Tradition 


by LOIS SEILER 


The very names Sauerbraten, Schne- 


cken and Shoo-fly Pie seem to conjure up 
the aroma of good old-time Pennsylvania 
Dutch cooking. 


More than just conjecture in the In- 


verness household of Bob and Gay Sto, 
ner, these dishes are the specialty of 
Mrs. Stoner, who enjoys cooking in the 
German manner. 


Of German descent, both she and her 


husband are natives of Pittsburgh. When 
Bob's ancestors came to this country, 
they settled in Pennsylvania Dutch Coun- 
try. Many of their distinctive recipes and 
traditions have been handed down in the 
family and are being perpetuated by his 
wife, Gay. 


The whole family, which includes 


daughters Susan, 14, Sandy, 12, and Sal- 
ly, 10, is oriented to German food, and 
even their dogs reflect this interest. They 
are Dachshunds 
(naturally!) 
named 


Schnitzel and Streudel. 


TO FULLY appreciate the foods of the 


Pennsylvania Dutch, one must under- 
stand a bit of their heritage. 


Nearly all the first settlers in Eastern 


Pennsylvania came from the Palatinate 
in Germany. They developed a language, 
a mixture of their mother tongue and 
that spoken in their new homeland, 
America, which came to be known as 
Pennsylvania Dutch instead of Pennsyl- 
vania Deutsch. 


In those early days, the good house- 


wives brought with them recipes of the 
traditionally famous 
German 
cooks. 


However, it was not always possible to 
obtain the prescribed ingredients, and it 
became necessary to develop new reci- 
pes to utilize plainer foods in the creation 
of tasty dishes. This they accomplished 
with great success, making Pennsylvania 
Dutch cooking known throughout the 
world. 


An agrarian area, the settlers labored 


long in the fields — working up voracious 
appetites. The saying goes: "when a 
farmer eats, he eats. When a Pennsylva- 
nia Dutch farmer eats, he eats for two!" 


Thus the tables were always heavily 


laden with steaming platters, dishes and 
bowls of hearty foods — plain, yet de- 
licious and wholesome. 


SAUERBRATEN, such as that pre- 


pared by Gay Stoner, could often be 
found on a typical Pennsylvania Dutch 
table. Gay makes this with a rump, 
chuck or sirloin tip roast It is the mari- 
nade in which the beef soaks for several 
days that gives the meat its sweet-sour 
taste, a flavor so dear to the hearts of all 
German gourmets. 


Basically the marinade consists of 


vinegar, wine and water, sweetened with 
sugar and spiced with peppercorns, 
cloves, mustard seed, bay leaves, onion 
and salt. 


The meat is also cooked in this mari- 


nade, which is further utilized in the 
gravy, Gingersnaps are used as a thick- 
ening agent, giving the gravy additional 
tang. 
. Fork-tender and very flavorful, the 
sauerbraten and spicy gravy are served 
with Kartoffel Kloesse, a type of potato 
croquette. Also included on Gay's menu 
are German beans (green beans flavored 
with a vinegar and bacon dressing), 
Dutch wilted lettuce (bits of lettuce and 
onion rings also tossed with a vinegar 
a n d bacon dressing), pumpernickel 
bread and Seven Sweets and Seven 
Sours. 
"THE LATTER is one of the quaintest 
niceties of the Pennsylvania Dutch. Tra- 
dition has it that the housewife used to 
set the table with precisely seven sweet 
and seven sour relishes or dishes, and it 
was the custom for guests to look for and 
even count them to make sure there 
were exactly that amount. It often be- 
came a matter of much gaiety to chide 
the hostess if there was a shortage. 


"I don't serye precisely seven sweets 


and seven sours," Gay laughed, "but I 
do use up whatever is on hand in the 
refrigerator." 


She includes Smierkase 
(cottage 


cheese) with apple butter, corn relish, 
pickle relish, corn pudding, pickled 
beets, several different types of pickles, 
olives, etc. 


For dessert this good cool: serves 


the much-famed Shoo-fly Pie. The filling 
consists of a liquid molasses mixture and 
a spicy crumb mixture of a soupy con- 
sistency which thickens up as it bakes. 
The pie has a rich and unusual molasses 
flavor, and Gay guarantees it is failure- 
proof. 


Her other baked specialty is Schne- 


cken, a delicious German brown sugar 
bun. 
Made from a yeast recipe, the 


dough is rolled out and sprinkled with a 
cinnamon-flavored brown sugar and but- 
ter mixture, raisins and chopped nuts. 
The dough is rolled up jelly-roll fashion, 
cut in slices and baked in muffin pans. 


"I OFTEN divide the dough and freeze 


half of it," Gay said. "Most of the work 
is done, and the dough is available for 
fresh rolls whenever I need them. The 
baked rolls also freeze successfully." 


Gay's interest in cooking goes hand in 


hand with her interest in gardening. The 
family's extensive garden yields a large 
variety of fruits and vegetables, which 
she freezes and cans. She enjoys handi- 
work, is an accomplished knitter, and is 
currently working on a braided rug. 


Gay fits in all these activities around 


her position as a part-time physical ther- 
apist at Americana Nursing Center in 
Arlington Heights, She also is a member

Cover and simmer about four hours or 


until meat is tender. Add more marinade 
if needed during the cooking period. Re- 
move meat and slice. Keep warm while 
making gravy. 


Strain drippings into glass measuring 


cup, and let settle for a few minutes. 
Pour off all except bottom third of dripp- 
ings. Return the 1/3 cup drippings to pan 
and heat. Add 8 to 10 crumbled ginger- 
snaps. Blend into drippings. Add 2 cups 
strained, reserved marinade and cook, 
stirring constantly, until gravy is thick 
and smooth. Add more gingersnaps, if 
needed, to make the gravy thicker. If the 
gravy gets too thick, add water. 


If desired, % cup commercial sour 


cream may be added to gravy. Heat, but 
do not boil. Serve gravy over meat and 
potatoes.

Dessert: German Style 


The tangy dark German bread known 


as Pumpernickel' is pretty much a food 
delicacy today, although it was once the 
daily bread of the common people in 
Northern Germany. It originated in 
Westphalia and much of it is still baked 
there. 


Most popular way to enjoy it is to 


spread it generously with butter. But it 
also spices a simple vanilla pudding that 
can be made in minutes. 


PUMPERNICKEL PUDDING 


2 servings frozen vanilla 


pudding, thawed . 


2 tablespoons milk 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
1 cup pumpernickel 


bread cubes, toasted 


Blend pudding, milk and rind; stir in 
bread cubes.

If you 
want to add a little "zing" to those with 
no seasoning, keep a spice chart handy. 
You have no idea how the addition of 
one or two of the proper spices and herbs 
can perk up an ordinary vegetable. Your 
family may even begin eating vegetables 
that were previously on their "no no" 
list. 


Vegetables With A Zing 


SPICE CREAMED GREEN BEANS 
2 packages (10 oz. each) frozen 


green beans 


2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
14 teaspoon salt 
'4 teaspoon &eas>oned pepper 
1 cup milk 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce

Add flour and blond; add milk, stirring 
constantly, and cook until mixture is 
smooth. Add seasonings and 2/3 of the 
cheese. Stir over low heat until cheese is 
smooth and melted.

Squash Is In Good Supply

Fall brings its very own supply of 


vegetables, with the whole family of win- 
ter squash being the leading contender. 
Others are zucchini and late summer 
squash, fresh heads of red and white 
cabbage, artichokes, new potatoes, sweet 
potatoes and many more. 


It's e.isy to get into a rut, always fix- 


Ing the same vegetables in the same old 
way. Be adventurous and try a new 
vegetable prepared a new way. The fol- 
lowing are a collection of outstanding 
and unusual vegetable recipes. I hope 
you'll try several. 


There are many variatics of squash, 


but they generally fall into two cate- 
gories; the early tender variety which 
cook quickly, such as the yellow crook- 
reck and zucchini squash The other va- 
riety is the hard squash, which must be 
peeled and freed from seeds and stringy 
pits before cooking. Included in this vari- 
ety are the patty pan squash, acorn, hub- 
bard, tan butternut, etc.

Remember, the yellow vegetable is 


very important part of our diet and, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, it is the one most lacking in the 
eating habits of people In the United 
States. 


BAKED ACORN SQUASH 


When stuffed with pork sausage this 


squash may be used as an entree. Plain, 
it is a tasty vegetable dish. Single recipe 
yields 4 to 6 servings. 
2 medium size acorn squash 


melted butter 
maple or pancake syrup 


1 pound pork sausage (optional) 


Cut squash in half and scoop out seeds. 


Brush inside portion of squash gener- 
ously with melted butter and invert on a 
flat cooky sheet or tray. Bake in a 375- 
degree oven for 35 minutes, Squash 
should be fairly tender at this point. 
Turn cut halves up and brush liberally 
with maple or pancake syrup. Return to 
oven for another 15 minutes or until 
squash is almost tender. A very large 
acorn squash may need additional bak- 
ing time. 


If you wish to stuff them with the pork 


sausage, continue as follows. Form pork 
sausage into 4 patties, Put them into a 
large skillet with 1 cup of water on the 
bottom. Cover and simmer for 20 min- 
utes. Drain fat and liquid from the saus- 
age. When the squash is almost done put 
pork sausage in the center of each half, 
baste both squash and meat generously 
with the syrup, return to oven for anoth- 
er 10-15 minutes or until the squash is 
tender. Serve immediately. For smaller 
servings, the squash may be cut in 
halves or quarters. 


BUTTON OR PATTY PAN 


SUMMER SQUASH 


1 large or 2 medium size button 


or patty pan squash 


1 egg 
% cup half and half 
1 cup bread crumbs 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon pepper 
1 tablespoon oregano 
1 teaspoon basil 
1 teaspoon thyme 


With a potato peeler, peel the thin 


hard outer layer from the squash. Slice 
squash crosswise into Vi-inch slices. Beat 
egg and mix with half and half. Mix 


bread crunbs with seasoning. Dip squash 
slices into egg mixture and then into 
bread crumb mixture, covering well on 
both sides. Set on platter and let stand 
for 10 to 15 minutes. Saute in a com- 
bination of butter and vegetable oil, turn- 
ing each side once, until squash is some- 
what tender. When done squash should 
still be a little crispy when pricked with 
a fork. Serves 6. 


ITALIAN ZUCCHINI BAKE 


This recipe is low in calories and high 


in nutrition. It serves 6 


1 pound medium-size tender 


zucchini 


1 cup creamy cottage cheese 
% cup grated parmesan or 


romano cheese 
2 scallions 
1 sprig parsley, snipped 
legg 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 


1/3 pounds cubed mozzarella cheese 


Wash zucchini and trim ends. Cut in 


half lengthwise and parboil for 5 minutes 
or until crispy tender. Remove from heat 
and rinse with cold water. Drain thor- 
oughly, even squeezing the squash a bit 
to extract all liquid. Slice into a buttered 
IMs-quart baking dish. Add remaining in- 
gredients, mixing well, and bake in a 
350-degree oven for 25 minutes or until 
mixture is bubbly and lightly browned on 
top. 


To freeze: Combine all the ingredients 


in a baking dish, wrap, label, date and 
freeze immediately. 


To serve when frozen: Remove casse- 


role from freezer and thaw completly. 
Follow the above baking instructions.

Bake 
in preheated 400-degree oven for 25 to 30 
minutes or until hot and golden brown. 


Meanwhile, cook green peas according 


to package directions Serve croquettes 
with peas in cream sauce spooned over 
them. Makes 6 servings. 


Note: If not baked immediately, cover 


prepared croquettes in baking pan with 
additional foil and refrigerate until ready 
to bake.

The population in Hoffman Estates will 


grow to 36,000 people by 1973, represent- 
ing as much growth in a three year peri- 
od as the village has known in the past 
six years, Dan Larson administrative as- 
sistant, said Tuesday. 


His comment came at a program at 


which more than a dozen community 
leaders were present for the kick-off of a 
campaign to sell the $1.1 million police 
and municipal building referendum to 
village residents. 


The referendum will be held Nov. 21. 


The building will be completed by mid- 
1972 if the referendum passes. 


Larson used the figure to emphasize 


the need to replace what village officials 
call the cramped and dangerous existing 
village hall and police station. 


Chief John O'Connell pointed out pic- 


tures of three and four plugs on exten- 
sion cords village police and clerical per- 


sonnel are forced to use to keep the facil- 
ity operating. 


The space he shares with his secretary

The village clerk's office is a converted

An innovative layout was proposed by 


Andrew McPherson, an architect with 
Otis and Associates, who resides in Hoff- 
man Estates, Lind said 


McPherson explained how the grade of

The plan includes a council chamber

maintenance costs of the forced main," 
Helsper said, explaining that the total in- 
stallation cost is $132,358.52. 


He also noted that the system is pre- 


sently being installed and said that pip- 
ing is now being put in along Plum 
Grove Road. 


Helsper indicated that additional re- 


pairs have been recently made to sewer 
systems in the area of Cabot and Brews- 
ter lanes where problems have been 
frequently reported over the past few 
montlis.

Timbercrest Addition OKd 


On advice from Schaumburg Atty. 


Jack M. Siegel, the village board this 
week voted in favor of overruling a plan 
commission recommendation, and ap- 
proved the final phase of residential 
building in the Timbercrest subdivision. 


At the previous village 'board meeting, 


the plans commission recommendation 
and site plans submitted by Mor-Well 
Builders were referred to Siegel for 
study.

Atcher, said that the group 
also recommended purchase of a number 
of pieces of Civil Defense equipment 
from the village of Roselle. 


THEIR DECISION to requset purchase 


of the equipment from Roselle, which 
will total an expenditure of $1,000, came 
following a meeting with Fire Chief 
Lloyd Abrahamsen, Mullins explained. 


He said that the equipment includes 17 


radio units and two encoders which were 


purchased by the neighboring village 
several years ago for $3,500 and must 
now.be disposed of because Roselle has 
gone to another radio system. 


Mullins noted that purchase of the ad- 


ditional Civil Defense equipment appears 
justified since it will be used as an assist 
to the fire department. 


In related discussion, Village Atty. 


Jack M. Siegel explained that placement 


of a non-commercial antenna tower for 
Civil Defense use at the new public 
works building on Plum Grove Road 
does not require a special use permit. 


Siegel referred to an ordinance govern- 


ing antennae which was approved by 
trustees last December and stressed that 
the Civil Defense structure is a per- 
mitted use in accordance with verbage in 
the ordinance. 


Bond Vote Canvass Tonight 


Carsello explained. 


Siegal stressed that no action can be 


taken regarding license issuance until 
the building has been constructed "be- 
cause the statute says that a license can- 
not be issued without a building." 


Siegel outlined steps necessary for li- 


cense issuance and asked the clerk to 
advise Leong accordingly. 


The attorney also noted that when li- 


censes are issued the ordinance covering 
such action must be amended and said 
that the ordinance restricts the number 
of liquor licenses given out. 


"I think, too, that we have to remem- 


ber that it is up to the village president 
to determine who gets these licenses," 
Siegel added. 


As is the case in many surrounding 


villages, Mayor Robert 0. Atcher serves 
as liquor commissioner for Schaumburg. 


Calling for "practicality" in the mat-

John J Limpens, of the Circuit Court of 
Cook County yesterday He pleaded not 
guilty to the charges and was held m lieu 
of $25,000 bond He is scheduled to ap- 
peal in the Arlington Heights branch of 
the court tomorrow 


The charges against Homeyer came as 


a result of alleged beatings he gave his 
10-year-old daughter on Tuesday 


Rodney Kath, Arlington Heights police 


juvenile officer told the judge that he 
learned fiom officials at Ridge School 
that the child had not been able to sit for 
two days and had to stand throughout the 
day 
Kath said examinations by the 


school nurse and the village nurse in- 
dicated that the child had seveie 
contusions and lacerations on the but- 
tocks and upper legs 


Kath also testified that Homeyer has, 


on occasion, locked the child in a wooden 
box in the basement for extended periods 
as a form of punishment The juvenile 
officer said the inside of the box, which 
has little ventilation, is about SVs feet 
high 3Va feet wide and about 18 inches 
deep 


Kath also told Judge Limpens that he 


has been told that the confinements and 
beatings have been occurring for about 
the past nine months 


Homeyer has served on the Wheeling 


Police force for the past 4% years, ac- 
coidmg to Wheeling Police Chief M 0 
Horcher The chief said his depaitment

Inactive Sewer Unit May Help Flooding 


A pioposal to use an inactive sanitary 


sewei pumping station and treatment 
plant on Nancy Lane in Wheeling to alle- 
viate sanitary sewer backups during 
floods is being considered by the village 
board 


Monday trustees duected acting Vil- 


lage Mgi George Passolt to write to the 
Metiopohtan Sanitary District (MSD) 
with a list of questions fiom Village En- 
gineer Thomas Moody on the matter 
Moody's questions were contained in a 
report on the proposal piesented to the 
village board Monday 


The pioposal calls for the sewer pump- 


ing station to store sanitary sewer waste 
during flooding period and thus help stop 
sanitary sewers from backing up into 
homes 


Passolt said yesteiday the village has 


been considering such a use for the sta- 
tion foi the last seveial yeais The sta- 
tion has been owned by the MSD since 
the village joined the MSD in 1957 The 
station has been unused for almost 10 
years 


Recently the MSD moved to reach a 


decision on the pioposal and as a result, 
the village is investigating the matter 


"WE STILL HAVE the equipment and 


we're trying to see if we should use it for 
such storm water storage or tear it 
down," Passolt explained He said that 
allowing the building to stand unused 
was a safety hazard 


How'ever, before the \illage commits 


itself to the program Moody's questions 
must be answered he said 'We want to 


make sure it will do what it's purported 
to do," Passolt said 


The plan would be to stop sewer back 


up through use of the pumping station 
and treatment plant, Passolt said He ex 
plained that during a heavy storm when 
storm sewers cannot handle all the wa 
ter, storm waters overflow into the sam 
tary sewer system 


The added water in the sanitary sew 


ers causes them to back up with raw 
sewage into people's homes, he said The 
pumping station would be used to hold 
the excess water dumped into the sam 
tary sewers so there would be no backup 
he said 


The MSD is urging other municipalities 


to take similar steps to avoid such sam 
tary sewer backup as well, Passolt said 


Biggest Tax Bills In Wheeling 
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A study of comparative tax bills paid 


by property owners in area municipal- 
ities has revealed that taxes paid by resi- 
dents of Wheeling's Dunhurst subdivi- 
sions are higher than those in com- 
p a r a b l e subdivisions in Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect and Prospect 
Heights 


Tax rates in the Dunhurst aijea are 


identical to those in most other areas of 
Wheeling 


The study was completed by the North- 


west Suburban Council of Associations, a 
group of nine homeowners associations 
in the unincorporated community of 
Prospect Heights The study was done in 
preparation for a poll of Prospect 
Heights residents on whether they favor 
incorporation as a separate community 


or annexation to an existing municipal 
ity 


The study's figures show that a Wheel 


ing resident living in a home assessed 
for tax purposes at $10,000 would pay 
$755 yearly in taxes to the various gov- 
ernmental bodies 


Comparable figures for residents of Ar- 


lington Heights were $744, central Mount 
Prospect, $665, the River Trails area of 
Mount Prospect, $637, Prospect Heights 
Country Gardens section $683, and Pros- 
pect Height's Euclid Lake area, $632 


Many of the tax rate charges for dis- 


tricts such as High School District 214 
and Cook County taxes are applicable to 
all of the areas polled Wheeling's higher 
rate is a result of higher taxes for local 
governmental districts 


The Village of Wheeling assesses tax- 


payers at a rate of 76 4 cents for every 
$100 of assessed valuation, while Arling- 
ton Heights taxpayers pay 663 cents In 
Mount Prospect the figure is 278 cents 
per $100 valuation while in Prospect 
Heights no municipality exists to levy 
taxes 


Taxes levied by the Wheeling Park 


District are also part of the cause of the 
higher tax rate for Wheeling residents 


The park district levies taxes at rates 


of 44 8 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
while comparable rates for Arlington 
Heights are 442 cents, central Mount 
Prospect, 366 cents, River Trails area 
Mount Prospect, 418 cents, Prospect 
Heights Country Gardens section, 184 
cents, and Prospect Heights Euclid-Lake 
area 41 6 cents 


Wheeling does not head the list in 


school taxes, howevei 


Residents of Arlington Heights pay 


$2 93 per $100 of assessed valuation in 
taxes to School Dist 25 Dist 21 taxes 
amount to $280 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation 


Other school district rates are $2 65 for

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Preparations For 
Nixon Numerous

§ Although Richard M. Nixon will not ar- 
rive until about 9 this morning, the pow- 
er of the presidency has been here for 
almost a week. 


The White House staff, the men behind 


the man, have been working quietly and 
quickly behind the big, metal doors of 
Prospect High School 'in preparation of 
the President's visit. 


When Xlxon steps to the lectern on the 


presidential platform today, there won't 
be a folding chair out of place. But yes- 
terday morning, the fieldhouse was a 
battlefield of men fighting against time. 
^While workmen were pounding metal 
pipes into place for the framework of the 
speaker's platform, several electricians 
were busy wiring the auditorium for 
sound. And at the opposite end of the 
fieldhouse, 
Mount Prospect 
firemen 


scampered over the bleachers, stringing 
red. white and blue pennants high above 
the crew who was unfolding chairs on the 
hardwood floor with a quick snap of the 
wrist. 


Several high school students sat in the 


•^ bleachers and watched the men trans- 
1 
form the basketball court and track into 


*-• a political arena. And like almost every- 
~* one in Mount Prospect, the students wit- 
»' nessed only a small part of all the plan- 
Z-; nlng and preparation necessary for a 
~ presidential visit. 


ALTHOUGH THE White House start is 


calling all the plays, the presidential vis- 
It requires the cooperation of just about 
everyone. Local policemen and firemen, 
village and school district officials, Re- 
publican politicians and party workers, 
carpenters and electricians, students and 
adults, civilians and military personnel 
have had a hand in the preparations for 
the President's visit. 


The White House staff and area per- 


sonnel have met throughout the week, 
behind closed doors, to discuss the oper- 
ation. Questions about security, traffic 
and crowd control, tickets 
and in- 


vitations, television and newspaper cov- 
erage, transportation and parking, tele- 
phones and teletypes and who, what, 
where and when have been bounced 
around like rubber balls. 


And only very few people know the an- 


swers to all the questions. For the most 
part, everyone involved has been as- 
signed one job. Arlington Heights and 
Des Plaines policemen will be stationed 
at intersections in the area of Prospect 
High School to control traffic, while the 
Mount Prospect force will be assigned to 
security posts within the building and 
throughout the village. 


According to one official, about 40 ca- 


dets from the Northwest Police Academy 
in Arlington Heights will assist with traf- 
fic in the parking lots adjacent to the 
high school. The cadets will be on hand 
to direct "VIPs" from the parking lots to 
the fieldhouse. 


Mount Prospect firemen will be on spe- 


cial call to assist with any emergency. 
Throughout the week, they have con- 
sulted with White House staff members 
on providing fire protection and mapping 
out fire and emergency exits from the 
fieldhouse. 


Crews from Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 


have installed additional circuits for tele- 
types, public and private telephones and 
communications 
channels 
tor 
White 


House officials as well as newsmen. Ad- 
ditional, portable toilets will even be in- 
stalled to accommodate the number of 
people who will attend the rally, accord- 
ing to one staff member. 


Students Not Excited 


Most of the students nt Prospect High 


School polled by the Herald Tuesday do 
not feel any sense of pride at having 
President Richard Nixon visit their 
school this morning. 


In fact, most of the approximately 25 


students Interviewed at random did not 
even plan to attend this morning's rally. 


"I don't think there's any school pride 


involved. He's not coming to school to 
see us. It's a political thing," said Joni 
Nadlng, a senior who lives at 118 S. Lan- 
caster Dr. in Mount Prospect. 


"I don't even think he's coming be- 


cause of the school at all. Probably just 
the location," she added. 


"I would say that most of the kids I

Co., which 


controls the ownership of the race track 
and hotel. 


The plans call for a 720-seat theater, 


which is expected to cost about $500,000.

"Relative Values." 


Actress Joan Fontain, who will star in 


the opening production, will also partici- 
pate in tomorrow's ceremony.

Burglars Get $330 In Tape Equipment

There's nothing cheap about owning 


and maintaining a car these days. 


First there's the initial cost, then gas, 


insurance and upkeep. 


But If a single car has four owners who 


share that cost, it is four times cheaper. 


And that is exactly what a Rolling 


Meadows man 
and three Arlington 


Heights men have done. 


For more than a year the four have 


ridden in a car pool together to their jobs 
at United Conveyor Corp., 6505 Ridge 
Blvd., in Chicago. 


Each man had to drive every fourth 


day, but he also had to own and maintain 
his own car. 


Less than two weeks ago the four men 


went together and bought their own car, 
to further consolidate the car pool. 


THE CAR, a red 1971 Maverick, with a 


radio and automatic transmission, cost 
$2,600 and they drove it away Oct 20 


Since then, their arrangement has been 


working well and their wives are even 
more happy because they now have, a 
car to drive everyday too. 


Nicholas Betzold, 2509 Meadow, Rolling 


Meadows, said he even gets a 10 per cent 
cut on insurance rates for his primary 
car now, because it isn't used for busi- 
ness anymore. 


Each man initially put in $130 for a 


down payment on the car and from now 
on, all each has to pay each month is 
$35. This will include cost of the car pay- 
ment, gas, insurance and repairs each 
month and is much cheaper than what 
they were paying before. 


In two years the car will be paid off 


and if they decide to sell it, the equity 
will be split four ways. He says at the 
end of that time they might even get a 
new one. 


"We feel we're buying transportation. 


We looked into renting a car, but we 
would have to guarantee we'd rent it for 
two years. This way if something hap- 
pens, we can work it out. 


"Plus we've taken two clunkers off the 


road. The insurance company likes thai. 
The only disadvantage to this set up, and 
it may not be, is the human element. 
We've all gotten along well together for a 
year and a half, so I just hope we can 
continue to do so." 


Betzold said the car is used for trans- 


portation to and from work only. There 
is no weekend use. On weekends the car 
is parked in his garage. 


HE SAID HE keeps the car at night 


because he is at the end of the line. In 
the morning he drives to Arlington 
Heights and then switch drivers, depend- 
ing on whose turn it is.

Seag'roves of Chicago, wife of Mike Sea- 
groves who was declared missing in ac- 
tion in Vietnam in June 1969, and Mrs. 
Lois Madeley of Prospect Heights. 


In a similar campaign, the State of Illi- 


nois has set a goal of one million signa- 
tures to be collected this week, which 


has been set aside by the federal govern- 
ment to honor POWs. 


Today and tomorrow the women will 


be stationed in a booth at the Randhurst 
Shopping Center, in Mount Prospect, 
with petitions supplied by the National 
League of Families for POWs. 


Earlier this week, the women ex- 


plained their self-described "non-politi- 
cal" campaign to the student councils at 
Wheeling and Prospect high schools. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Madeley, "the students 
were very sympathetic. A few even cried 
after Fran explained the plight of the 


prisoners to them." 


A film prepared by a Cleveland, Ohio

5,000 Expected At Nixon-Smith Rally 


by ED MURNANE 


More than 5,000 Northwest suburban 


Republicans are expected to greet Presi- 
dent Kichard M. Nixon this morning 
when he visits a campaign rally for Sen. 
Ralph T. Smith at Prospect High School. 


Nixon, who flew into Chicago late last 


night and will leave for Rockford imme- 
diately after this morning's rally, is ex- 
pected to arrive at the high school at 9 
a m. 


He will come in a motorcade from the 


Marriott Hotel near O'Hare International 
Airport. The route of the motorcade to 
and from the high school will not be an- 
nounced. 


The President's schedule calls for him 


to leave Prospect High School at 10:20 
a m. and drive to the airport where he 
will board Air Force 1 for a trip to Rock- 
ford and another campaign stop for 
Smith. 


Today's crowd is expected to be con- 


siderably less than the crowd Nixon at- 
tracted in 1968 when he campaigned for 
the presidency at Prospect High School. 


The 1968 visit was on a Saturday morn- 


ing and the'weather was perfect for an 
autumn morning. The National Weather 
Service late yesterday said today is like- 
ly to be cold and rainy, similar to yester- 
day. 


The Prospect gymnasium holds about 


4,000 people and public address speakers 
will be set up outside the school to 
handle an overflow crowd. 


SPECTATORS AND NIXON followers 


are expected to begin arriving at the 
high school shortly after 7 a.m. A shuttle 
bus service will be provided to the school 
from the Randhurst Shopping Center, be- 
ginning at 7:15 a.m and local Republi- 
can officials who are planning the rally 
are strongly urging that persons plan- 


ning to attend use the bus, rather than 
try to find parking at the high school. 


Doors to the gymnasium will open at 8 


a.m. and, although the President will not 
arrive until 9 a.m., speeches by other 
Republicans will be made prior to his 
arrival. 


Nixon will be joined by most of the 


Republican candidates for state and 
county offices. 


Also expected to join the President for 


his Mount Prospect visit are former 13th 
District Congressman Donald Rumsfeld, 
who is now director of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, and White House 
aides Harry Dent, Maurie Chotiner and 
Bob Hadleman. 


Nixon's visit to the Northwest suburbs 


is timed to give a much-needed boost to 
Smith's ailing campaign. In an area that 
traditionally gives Republicans upwards 
of 65 per cent of the vote, polls^show 


Smith with fewer than 55 per cent, far 
less than he will need next Tuesday to 
counter the Democratic vote strength ex- 
pected from Chicago. 


The President is spending the last 


week before Tuesday's election cam- 
paigning for Republican candidates in 
states which are considered toss-ups. 


His campaign pitch thus far — and ex- 


pected to continue in today's speech — is 
for candidates who will support his pro- 
grams in the Senate. 


Republicans are hoping to gain control 


of the Senate this year and Illinois and a 
ha1! dozen other states are the keys to 
that hope. 


Nixon's visit to this area is his third in 


two years and second as President. He 
toured a sewage treatment plant in 
Hanover Park in February and spoke to 
a Prospect High rally during his 1968 
campaign. 


FINGERTIPS ARE as important to these youngsters in 
playing football as they ere to professionals.

The charges against Homeyer came as 


a result of alleged beatings he gave his 
10-year-old daughter on Tuesday. 


Rodney Kath, Arlington Heights police 


juvenile officer, told the judge that he 
learned from officials at Ridge School 
that the child had not been able to sit for 
two days and had to stand throughout the 
day. Kath said examinations by the 
school nurse and the village nurse in- 
dicated 
that the child had 
severe 


contusions and lacerations on the but- 
tocks and upper legs 


Kath also testified that Homeyer has. 


on occasion, locked the child in a wooden 
box m the basement for extended periods, 
as a form of punishment The juvenile 
officer said the inside of the box, which 
has little ventilation, is about 3^ feet 
high, 3H feet wide and about 18 inches 
deep. 


Kath also told Judge Limperis that he 


has been told that the confinements and 
beatings have been occurring for about 
the past nine months. 


Homeyer has served on the Wheeling 


Police force for the past 4% years, ac- 
cording to Wheeling Police Chief M. 0. 
Horcher. The chief said his department 
has not yet taken any departmental ac- 
tion in the matter. 


Horcher said Homeyer has previously

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Preparations For 
Nixon Numerous

Although Richard M. Nixon will not ar- 


tfve until about 9 this morning, the pow- 
er of the presidency has been here for 
almost a week. 
- The White House staff, the men behind 
the man. have been working quietly and 
quickly behind the big, metal doors of 
Prospect High School in preparation of 
the President's visit. 


When Nixon steps to the lectern on the 


presidential platform today, there won't 
be a folding chair out of place. But yes- 
terday morning, the fieldhouse was a 
battlefield of men fighting against time. 


While workmen were pounding metal 


pipes into place for the framework of the 
speaker's platform, several electricians 
were busy wiring the auditorium for 
sound. And at the opposite end of the 
floldhouse, 
Mount Prospect firemen 


scampered over the bleachers, stringing 
.red, white and blue pennants high above 
"the crew who was unfolding chairs on the 
'; hardwood floor with a quick snap of the 
•wrist. 
;-"• Several high school students sat in the 
•i}>leachers and watched the men trans- 
form the basketball court and track into 
*id political arena. And like almost every- 
"-'One In Mount Prospect, the students wit- 
""nessed only a small part of all the plan- 
ting and preparation necessary for a 


presidential visit. 


ALTHOUGH THE White House staff is 


calling all the plays, the presidential vis- 
It requires the cooperation of just about 
everyone. Local policemen and firemen, 
village and school district officials, Re- 
publican politicians and party workers, 
carpenters and electricians, students and 
adults, civilians and military personnel 
have had a hand In the preparations for 
the President's visit. 


The White House staff and area per- 


sonnel have met throughout the week, 
behind closed doors, to discuss the oper- 
ation. Questions about security, traffic 
and crowd control, tickets and in- 
vitations, television and newspaper cov- 
erage, transportation and parking, tele- 
phones and teletypes and who, what, 
where and when have been bounced 
around tike rubbej1 balls. 


And only very few people know the an- 


swers to all the questions. For the most 
part, everyone involved has been as- 
signed one job. Arlington Heights and 
Des Plaines policemen will be stationed 
at intersections in the area of Prospect 
High School to control traffic, while the 
Mount Prospect force will be assigned to 
security posts within the building and 
throughout the village. 


According to one official, about 40 ca- 


dets from the Northwest Police Academy 
in Arlington Heights will assist with traf- 
fic in the parking lots adjacent to the 
high school. The cadets will be on hand 
to direct "VIPs" from the parking lots to 
the fieldhouse. 


Mount Prospect firemen will be on spe- 


cial call to assist with any emergency. 
Throughout the week, they have con- 
sulted with White House staff members 
on providing fire protection and mapping 
out fire and emergency exits from the 
fieldhouse. 


Crews from Illinois Bell Telephone Co. 


have installed additional circuits for tele- . 
types, public and private telephones and 
communications channels 
for White 


House officials as well as newsmen. Ad- 
ditional, portable toilets will even be in- 
stalled to accommodate the number of 
people who will attend the rally, accord- 
ing to one staff member. 


Students Not Excited 


Most of the students at Prospect High 


School polled by the Herald Tuesday do 
-'hot feel any sense of pride at having 
President Richard Nixon visit their 
school this morning. 


In fact, most of the approximately 25 


students Interviewed at random did not 
even plan to attend this morning's rally. 


"t don't think there's any school pride 


Involved. He's not coming to school to 
see us. It's a political thing," said Joni 
Nadlng. a senior who lives at 118 S. Lan- 
caster Dr. in Mount Prospect. 


"I don't even think he's coming be- 


cause of the school at all. Probably just 
the location." she added. 


"I would say that most of the kids I 


spoke to are Indifferent about the whole 
thing. It's unique that he's coming here, 
but he's just coming here to talk to the 
adults and not us," said Tom Belts, a 
senior who lives at 25 N. Prindle St., Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Most of the students like the idea of 


school being closed this morning during 
Nixon's appearance, and they plan to 
take advantage of the short vacation. 
School will resume at 11 a.m. with the 
regular dismissal time of 2:50 p.m. 


"Naw. I don't plan to see him," said 


one student. "Heck, we get half the day 
off. so why not take advantage of it?" 


One of the few students who pondered 


the idea of attending the Nixon rally is 
Jeff Cole, a junior who lives at 33 N. 
Donald St., Arlington Heights. 


"I may come. I saw him the last time 


he was here and I was pretty Impressed. 
He didn't say much though. He just tried 
to excite people," said Cole. 


"I'LL PROBABLY come to see him al- 


though I'm not thoroughly aligned with 
him politically," said Bob Bresemonn, a 


junior who lives at 417 N. Elmhurst Ave., 
Mount Prospect. "I wasn't too shocked 
that he would come here. This is a very 
Republican area. 


"He really hasn't gotten the publicity 


he should have in areas like public wel- 
fare. Nobody really knows how much he 
has done." 


One student came up with a different 


observation as to the benefits of having 
the president visit Prospect High School 
and not another area high school. 


He said, "You know, a lot of other high 


schools have some things on us. Like 
Hersey has air conditioning and we 
don't. Well, now we've got the President 
coming, and we get half the day off." 


An interesting sidelight to the Nixon 


visit are the rumors which ran rampant 
throughout the school. The most wide- 
spread rumor was that students were to 
be let out of school yesterday afternoon 
so security agents could search hall lock- 
ers for explosives. 


Just about all of the students inter- 


viewed had heard about the rumor, and 
just about all of them didn't believe it. 


"It's one of those cases where the per- 


son that started the rumor heard it from 
another student and begins believing it," 
said Howard Sandlund, director of stu- 
dent activities. 


Most of the students regarded the ru- 


mor as did senior coed Heather Erick- 
son, who lives at 629 S. Al'vrt St., Mount 
Prospect. "I heard it from a girl in P.E. 
class, but I certainly didn't believe it." 


One student's explanation was almost 


as unbelievable as the rumor itself. 
"Yeah, I heard the rumor. But he (Nix- 
on) was here before, two years ago, and 
the security agents know where to look 
for the bombs."

Parents of youngsters who get caught 


committing acts of vandalism on Pala- 
tine Park District grounds might find 
themselves being held financially liable 
for the property damage in weeks to 
come. 


The park board of commissioners 


agreed unanimously Tuesday night that 
it "is high time to start cracking down 
on these vandals and cracking 'down 
hard." 


After a rash of summer vandalism and 


more recent incidents, "which have been 
o c c u r r i n g almost nightly," Rex 
McMorris, director of parks and recrea- 
tion, urged stronger punitive action for 
vandals. 


Bruce Beiner, director of recreation, 


said "The reason it has been going on at 
the rate it has is that we've had a soft 
touch with these kids." 


The board agreed with their attorney, 


Roger Bjorvik, who said the park board 
can legally prosecute the youngsters and 
hold their parents financially liable un- 
der the Illinois Parent Responsibility 
Law. 


BJORVIK said that this course of ac- 


tion would, in most cases, be more effec- 
tive than taking minors into juvenile 
court for punishment. 


Under the law, a parent or legal guard- 


ian can be held liable "for the wilful or 
malicious act — causing injury to person 
or property." The liability clause, how- 
ever, states that the maximum fine is 
$500. 


The law applies to children caught van- 


dalizing park property who are between 
the ages of 11 and 18. 


Bjorvik said that a written statement 


of damage, repair cost, the name of a 
vandal's parents, and a police report 
should be sent to him by park officials 
and that he would then notify the parents 
of their responsibility. 


"AND IF WE DON'T get any action 


from the parents, we'll file for suit," 
Bjorvik said. 


The most recent vandalism took place 


in Community Park, 262 E. Palatine 
Road, this week. Morris said several 
fires had been set and that three boys, 
with the assistance of the Palatine po- 
lice, were apprehended for shooting out 
night lights on the park grounds. Three 
air rifles and a pellet gun were con- 
fiscated. 


This summer, windows and park bea- 


ches were broken, the recreation build- 
ing concession stand was broken into and 
robbed, playground equipment was de- 
stroyed, hundreds of bikes were stolen, 
golf carts were stolen or damaged and 
the twin swimming pools were repeated- 
ly the targets for broken bottles and oth- 
er refuse.

mission to remove shrubbery around the 
Community Park recreation building and 
pool and erect additional light poles in an 
effort to curb vandalism in this area.

District Misdemeanor ordinance for dis- 
tribution to parents, and juveniles appre- 
hended in the park. 


Another problem Morris touched on 


briefly at Tuesday's meeting is that lack 
of a sufficient number of park district 


security police. 


AT PRESENT, Palatine Park District 


employes two part-time security guards 
who take turns covering all of Palatine's 
parks. 


The guards have full policing powers 


under state law, but do not exercise 
them, said Norman Gaare, park board 
president. "Our men, for example, have 
never been issued firearms. The extent 
of their powers is up to the discretion of 
the board." 


An example of this manpower shortage 


problem occurred this week, McMorris 
said. During a 20-minute period in which 
a security guard left Community Park to 
check Maple Park, vandals broke out 
several windows in Community Park. 


Gaare said one solution to the problem 


is to work out an arrangement which 
calls for additional policing services 
from the Palatine police department, 
which currently polices the parks as they 
do other parts of the village. 


This recommendation as well as others 


will be taken up next month when 
McMorris said he hopes to have a full 
listing of "how much this vandalism is 
costing the taxpayers."

Co., and Robert Birks, owner of Coun- 
tryside Cab Co. have charged Palatine 
Cab Co. with not honoring a rate in- 
crease put into effect on'Aug. 1 and 
therefore charging their passengers less 
fare. 


Philippe appeared before the Palatine 


Village -Board of Trustees Monday night, 
asking that the board amend the cur- 
rent taxi ordinance to read: 


"It is unlawful for any person to de- 


mand or collect any fare for taxicab ser- 
vice which is more or less than the rates 
established." 


THE CURRENT ORDINANCE only 


prohibits taxi drivers from charging 
more than the fare reflected by the taxi 
meter. 


Village trustees turned down Philippe's 


request. Village Mgr. Berton G. Braun 
told Phillippe that a meeting between 
himself and the owners of the three com- 
panies should be held soon in an effort to 
resolve the matter. 


In accordance with the new taxi fare 


rates which the Village board approved 
in late July, Countryside, and A-l Cab 
companies are charging their passengers 
50 cents a mile after the first mile, com- 
pared to the previous rate of 40 cents. 


Phillippe said Palatine Cab Co. is still 


charging 40 cents. "They (Palatine Cab 
Co.) did originally agree to the fare in- 
crease set by the village board, but 
threw h back in our face when we drew 
papers up for them to sign." 


William Daniels, owner of Palatine 


Cab Co., said it is true that his company 
is still charging passengers 40 cents, 
"which is within the limits of the Village

PHILIPPE SAID Palatine Cab's refus- 


al to raise their rates has cost him "to 
lose about 50 per cent of my business.

can't blame them. But then they turn 
around and ask why are we over- 
charging, when we're only acting in ac- 
cordance with a village ordinance," he 
said.

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Autos Aren't Greek To Teacher

The chief inhabitant of the small build- 


ing with the clutter of automobile parts 
at Arlington High School is a tall but 
pixie-lsh man with a red beard, coveralls 
and a denim railroad man's cap. 


"I have had a rather checkered ca- 


reer," the pixie remarked- recently, 
perching on an old tree stump next to an 
anvil. 


To his students at Arlington, the pixie 


is the "coach." To the rest of the world 
he Is Tom Hackenbach, teacher of the 
auto shop and a former teacher of clas- 
sics, 


Hackenbach is a resident of Mount 


Prospect, is teaching auto shop at Ar- 
lington for his second year and he and 
his students have filled their garage with 
auto parts, engines and car bodies. 


"WE HAVE A radio going in here al- 


most all the time. One guy saw this place 
and said it is the closest thing to a work- 
Ing shop he'd ever seen," he said. 


"We do everything here from lawn 


mowers to auto engines. E do a lot of 
improvising and don't use a lot of fancy 
equipment. When the boys get done they 
can do the same thing in their own ga- 
rage," he said. ' 


Before • he came to Arlington High 


School, Hackenbach was a teacher of 
Greek and Latin in Wilmette. "That was 
what I got my degree in, but I put my- 
self through college doing stuff like this," 
he said, gesturing at an old car that was 
having its battery charged. 


Although he does not have a degree in 


industrial arts education, he qualifies to 
teach because of years of practical expe- 
rience, he said. 


"Since I never had a course like 


this in high school I have played it by 
ear and am teaching the boys about like 
I learned — by practical experience," he 
said. 


AS A RESULT, he scrounges junked 


automobiles and parts and teaches the^ 
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boys to fix them. "Some people take 
apart new engines to learn about them. I 
think if you are going to learn about 
them, you might as well learn to fix 
them." 


His class offerings quickly expanded 


and he is now teaching six sections with 
122 boys. He has started a course in auto 
body repair which is unique in Dist. 214. 


He hopes to expand his shop soon by 


getting the rest of the small building he 
is in. When and if he does, he said he 
would move body and fender work to a 
place of its own. 


Also, he is constantly thinking of new 


ideas for classes. "I've often thought of 
having one for girls so they aren't taken 
when they drive into a garage." 


THE WORK IN his classes is as prac- 


tical as possible with his students learn- 
ing theory as they go along. Some of the 
boys are involved in independent study 
and one designed and built a flat bed 
truck that the classes use to move things 
around. 


The classes are casual and students of- 


ten show up at Hackenbach's home in 
Mount Prospect on weekends where 
"they usually get roped into some proj- 


. ect." 


When he teaches, he said, "I get as 


dirty as the kids do. I don't feel I can 
expect the boys to do anything I can't do 
myself," 


After school Hackenbach usually stays 


around the shop and students drop in to 
work or just to talk. '.'Teaching for me is 
a 24 hour a day job. I tell the kids that 
and I don't think I'm bragging," he said. 


And he seems to enjoy the students as 


much as they enjoy the class. 


"Actual'y," he said, "it's like having a 


bunch of little brothers running around 
here."

cents per capita for participation. 


"Until information is presented to,the 


city of Rolling Meadows that surrounding 
communities need our help, we should 
not participate in the transportation 
study," Alderman Kenneth Ritzke, chair- 
man of the council's "transportation com- 
mittee, said. 


In the local study taken, 98 residents 


responded that they needed some form of 
transportation to the Chicago and North- 
western Ry. station in Arlington Heights 
for commuting to Chicago. 


"This is an extremely small number of 


people for the city to commit itself to the 
study," Retzke said. 


However, Mayor Roland Meyer said 


"it would be a good gesture and serve 
the city well in the long run" to partici- 
pate in the study.

Residents Hack Away At Cab Policy 


The public discussion period of the City 


Council meeting Tuesday night turned 
into a public debate over the practices of 
area taxicab firms operating in Rolling 
Meadows. 


Because an amendment to the city or- 


dinance concerning the operations of 
taxis within the city limits was scheduled 
for final approval at the meeting, several 
residents and representatives of two lo- 
cal cab companies attended the meeting 
to present their views. 


The amendment would change the 


existing ordinance in preventing cabs 
unlicensed with Rolling Meadows from 
taking fares anywhere in the city, al- 
though fares that are picked up outside 


Rolling Meadows would be transported to 
the city. 


According to Donald Rose, city attor- 


ney, the amendment was based on an 
Illinois Supreme Court decision over a 
1963 court case in which an Evanston cab 
company was prohibited from picking up 
fares within the city of Chicago because 
it had not applied for a license with the 
city. 


THE CURRENT ordinance permits six 


licensed taxi vehicles to operate within 
the city. However, only three cabs, from 
the A-l Cab Co. in Palatine, are licensed 
and three applications for licenses from 
the Countryside Cab Co. are pending.. 


Several residents 
told- the council 


members they considered the proposed 
ordinance amendment an infringement of 
their Constitutional rights because it 
would require them to deal with only cab 
companies licensed with the city. 


Alderman Thomas Scanlan told the 


residents several representatives of area 
cab companies have said to him there is 
not enough business in Rolling Meadows 
to warrent their, purchase of a $10 li- 
cense. 


However, some residents 
protested 


that cabs are not available when they 
are needed because not enough are per- 
mitted to operate in the city. 


"We just don't have enough cabs in 


this city," one resident said. 


WILLIAM DANIELS, owner of Pala- 


tine Cab Co., told the city council, "I 
consider this amendment a dictatorship. 
You (the council) can't tell people which 
cab companies to use." 


Mayor Roland Meyer explained that 


one of the main reasons the city requires 
cabs to be licensed is to guarantee that 
residents riding in cabs are protected 
with proper insurance policies. 


The council decided to table voting on 


the proposed amendment until the appar- 
ent disagreements over the issue are set- 
tled at the next licenses, police and 
health committee meeting 
scheduled

Less than two weeks ago the four men 


went together and bought their own car, 
to further consolidate the car pool. 


THE CAR, a red 1971 Maverick, with a 


radio and automatic transmission, cost 
$2,500 and they drove it away Oct. 20. 


Since then, their arrangement has been 


working well and their wives are even 
more happy, because they now have a 
car to drive everyday too. 


Nicholas Betzold, 2509 Meadow, Rolling 


Meadows, said he even gets a 10 per cent 
cut on insurance rates for his primary 
car now, because it isn't used for busi- 
ness anymore. 


Each man initially put in $130 for a 


down payment on the car and from now 
on, all each has to pay each month is 
$35. This will include cost of the car pay- 
.ment, gas, insurance and repairs each 
month and is much cheaper than what 
they were paying before. 


In two years the car will be paid off 


and if they decide to sell it, the equity 
will be split four ways. He says at the 
end of that time they might even get a 
new one. 


"We feel we're buying transportation. 


We looked into renting a car, but we 


would have to guarantee we'd rent it for 
two years. This way if something hap- 
pens, we can work it out. 


"Plus we've taken two clunkers off the 


road. The insurance company likes that. 
The only disadvantage to this set up, and 
it may not be, is the human element. 
We've all gotten along well together for a 
year and a half, so I just hope we can 
continue to do so." 


Betzold said the car is used for trans- 


portation to and from work only. There 
is no weekend use. On weekends the car 
is parked in his garage.

because he is at the end of the line. In 
the morning he drives to Arlington 
Heights and then switch drivers, depend- 
ing on whose turn it is.

garage. "I just bought a house and I 
have a garage, so that's where we keep 
it.

The President's schedule calls for him 


to leave Prospect High School at 10:20 
a.m. and drive to the airport where he 
will board Air Force 1 for a trip to Rock- 
ford and another campaign stop for 
Smith. 


Today's crowd is expected to be con- 


siderably less than the crowd Nixon at- 
tracted in 1968 when he campaigned for 
the presidency at Prospect High School. 


The 1968 visit was on a Saturday morn- 


ing and the weather was perfect for an 
autumn morning. The National Weather 
Service late yesterday said today is like- 
ly to be cold and rainy, similar to yester- 
day.

The group, 
called "Taxes and Promises" (TAP), 
was formed last spring, six weeks after 
the utility company began pouring a con- 
crete foundation for the tank.

"blight and hazard" to the neighborhood 
TAP has petitioned to intervene in the 
suit 


JUDGE NATHAN Cohen began hear- 


ing testimony from the utility company 
following the conclusion on the hearing. 


THe stop-work order was issued after 


the county building department dis- 
covered the utility company had appar- 
ently violated the setback requirement of 
its permit. The front of the tank is eight 
feet too close to the street. 


Earlier the building department fined 


the utility company, because the com- 
pany began construction on the tank be- 
fore it had obtained a building permit. 


In court, representatives of the utility 


company nave claimed they did not viol- 
ate the setback requirement in their per- 
mit because the front of the round tank 
is on Old Willow Road and not 
Lee 


Street. The distance from the tank to Old 
Willow Road is greater than to Lee 
Street. 


HOWEVER, TAP members contend 


the front of the tank faces Lee Street 
because the driveway to the adjoining 
pumping station is on Lee Street. The 
homeowners began then1 portion of the 
testimony Tuesday. 


The main argument in the home- 


owners' case is that the special use per- 
mit issued to the utility company by the 
Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals is 
null and void, according 
to Jessica 


Bornstein, the group's leader. 


"The company did not make use of 


their special use permit until 3% years 
after it was issued," said Mrs. Bornstein. 
"In the past, county zoning laws required 
the proposed use by 'substantially estab- 
lished' within six months after the per- 
mit is issued. Recently the law was clari- 
fied by the county zoning board so it 
now reads "commenced" instead of "es- 
tablished." 


However, the utility company claims 


construction of the reservoir was "sub- 
stantially established" by construction of 
the well and pumping station on that 
site. TAP argues that the station and 
tank are two separate issues. 


IN ADDITION, TAP claims the utility 


company did not comply with the re- 
quirements in its special use permit. The 
permit states the tank will be 50 feet in 
diameter and hold 300,000 gallons. The 
tank, now under construction, is 75 feet 
in diameter and is slated to hold one mil- 
lion gallons, they say. 


To present their case, the homeowners 


have hired Atty. S. G. Lippman; a water 
engineer, Joseph Rtezek; and a real es- 
tate appraiser, John McNamara. The 
fees are being paid by homeowners 
throughout the Prospect Heights area. 


According to Mrs. Bornstein it is "diffi- 


cult to ascertain what the outcome of the 
suit will be." However the homeowners 
were confident enough to ask for a sum- 


mary judgment after the utility company 
case completed its testimony. If the 
judge had granted the judgment, he 
would have concluded the hearing and 
made a ruling without hearing the resi- 
dents' testimony. 


"We felt the case was so obvious at 


that point it was unnecessary to bring 
our side up," said Mrs. Bornstein. 


BEFORE THE hearing commenced 


last week, the utility company requested 
a temporary injunction from the court. 
The injunction was denied by Judge Co- 
hen. If he had granted it, the county 
would have been restrained from enforc- 
ing the stop-work order until the hearing 
began last week. 


However, according to homeowners 


who attended the hearing, utility com- 
pany officials admitted they had spent 
$25,000 or. adjustments in the pumping 
station for the water tank, after the stop- 
work order was issued.

Radio Center 
Completed 
Within Year? 


A communications center which will 


serve three villages and will be located 
in Arlington Heights may become oper- 
ational within a year. 


The system will provide for central dis- 


patching of police, fire and other emer- 
gency vehicles in the villages of Arling- 
ton Heights, Mount Prospect and Elk 
Grove. 


The three villages recently agreed that 


the center be located in Arlington 
Heights Instead of Elk Grove Village, as 
previously planned. 


The proposed communications center 


resulted from suggestion from the Illi- 
nois Institute of Technology Research In- 
stitute, which conducted the study on po- 
lice communications in the area. 


Bernhard Ebstein, research director at 


the Institute, explained yesterday that an 
application for federal funds will have to 
be drawn up and submitted to the Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission through 
the Cook County Committee on Criminal 
Justice, the regional agency. 


Ebstein said the equipment could be 


expected to be installed within six 
months after the grant is approved. 


By agreeing to participate in the cen- 


tral dispatch system, the three villages 
have committed themselves to an 18- 
month trial period with the system. 


While workmen were pounding metal 


pipes into place for the framework of the 
speaker's platform, several electricians 
were busy wiring the auditorium for 
sound.

Local policemen and firemen, 
village and school district officials, Re- 
publican politicians and party workers, 
carpenters and electricians, students and 
adults, civilians and military personnel 
have had a hand In the preparations for 
the President's visit. 


The White House staff and area per- 


sonnel have met throughout the week, 
behind 'closed doors, to discuss the oper- 


ation. Questions about security, traffic 
and crowd control, tickets and in- 
vitations, television and newspaper cov- 
erage, transportation and parking, tele- 
phones and teletypes and who, what, 
where and when have been bounced 
around eke rubber balls. 


And only very few people know the an- 


swers to all the questions. For the most 
part, everyone involved has been as- 
signed one job. Arlington Heights and 
Des Plaines policemen will be stationed 
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at intersections in the area of Prospect 
High School to control traffic, while the 
Mount Prospect force will be assigned to 
security posts within the building and 
throughout the village. 


According to one official, about 40 ca- 


dets from the Northwest Police Academy 
in Arlington Heights will assist with traf- 
fic in the parking lots adjacent to the 
high school. The cadets will be on hand 
to direct "VIPs" from the parking lots to 
the fieldhouse. 


Mount Prospect firemen will be on spe- 


cial call to assist with any emergency.

The route of the motorcade to 
and from the high school will not be an- 
nounced. 


The President's schedule calls for him 


to leave Prospect High School at 10:20 
a.m. and drive to the airport where he 
will board Air Force 1 for a trip to Rock- 
ford and another campaign stop for 
Smith. 


Today's crowd.is expected to be con- 


siderably less than the crowd Nixon at- 
tracted in 1968 when he campaigned for 
the presidency at Prospect High School. 


The 1968 visit was on a Saturday morn- 


ing and the weather was perfect for an 
autumn morning. The National Weather 
Service late yesterday said today is like- 
ly to be cold and rainy, similar to yester- 
day. 


The Prospect gymnasium holds about 


4,000 people and public address speakers 
will be set up outside the school to 
handle an overflow crowd. 


SPECTATORS AND NIXON followers 


are expected to begin arriving at the 
high school shortly after 7 a.m. A shuttle 
bus service will be provided to the school 
from the Randhurst Shopping Center, be- 
ginning at 7:15 a.m. and local Republi- 
can officials who are planning the rally 
are strongly urging that persons plan- 
ning to attend use the bus, rather than 
try to find parking at the high school.

'No School Pride Is Involved' 
Students Not Excited Over Visit 


Most of the students at Prospect High 


School polled by the Herald Tuesday do 
not feel any sense of pride at having 
President Richard Nixon visit their 
school this morning.

students interviewed at random did not' 
even plan to attend this morning's rally. 


"I don't think there's any school pride 


involved. He's not coming to school to 
see us. It's a political thing," said Joni 
Nading, a senior who lives at 118.S. Lan- 
caster Dr. in Mount Prospect. 


"I, don't even think he's coming be- 


cause of the school at all. Probably just 
the location," she added. 


"I would say that most of the kids I 


spoke to are indifferent about the whole 
thing. It's unique that he's coming here, 
but he's just coming here to talk to the 
adults and not us," said Tom Belts, a 
senior who lives at 25 N. Prindle St., Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Most of the students like the idea of 


school being closed this morning during 
Nixon's appearance, and they plan to 
take advantage of the short vacation. 
School will resume at 11 a.m. with the 
regular dismissal time of 2:50 p.m. 


"Naw, I don't plan to see him," said 


one student. "Heck, we get half the day 
off, so why not take advantage of it?" 


One of the few students who pondered 


the idea of attending the Nixon rally is 


Jeff Cole, a junior who lives at 33 N. 
Donald St., Arlington Heights. 


"I may come. I saw him the last time 


he was here and I was pretty impressed. 
He didn't say much though. He just tried 
to excite people," said Cole. 


"I'LL PROBABLY come to see him al- 


though I'm not thoroughly aligned with 
him politically," said Bob Bresemann, a 
junior who lives at 417 N. Elmhurst Ave., 
Mount Prospect. "I wasn't too shocked 
that he would come here. This is a very 
Republican area. 


"He really hasn't gotten the publicity

Getting Ready For Nixon

Although Richard M. Nixon will not ar- 


rive until about 9 this morning, the pow- 
er of the presidency has been here for 
almost a week. 


The White House staff, the men behind

When Nixon steps to the lectern on the 


presidential platform today, there won't

ALTHOUGH THE White House staff is 


calling all the plays, the presidential vis- 
it requires .the cooperation of just about 
everyone, Local policemen and firemen, 
village and school district officials, Re- 
publican politicians and party workers, 
carpenters and electricians, students and 


adults, civilians and military personnel 
have had a hand in the preparations for 
the President's visit. 


The White House staff and area per- 


sonnel have met throughout the week, 
behind closed doors, to discuss the oper- 
ation. Questions about security, traffic 
and crowd control, tickets and in- 
vitations, television and newspaper cov- 
erage, transportation and parking, tele- 
phones and teletypes and who, what, 
where and when have /been bounced 
around Eke rubber balls.

To the rest of the world 
he is Tom Hackenbach, teacher of the 
auto shop and a former teacher of clas- 
sics. 


Hackenbach is a resident of Mount 


Prospect, is teaching auto shop at Ar- 
lington for his second year and he and 
his students have filled their garage with 
auto parts, engines and car bodies. 


"WE HAVE A radio going in here al- 


most all the time. One guy saw this place 
and said it is the closest thing to a work- 


ing shop he'd ever seen," he said, 


"We do everything here from lawn 


mowers to auto engines. E do a lot of 
improvising and don't use a lot of fancy 
equipment. When the boys get done they 
can do the same thing in their own ga- 
rage," he said. 


Before be came to Arlington High 


School, -Hackenbach was a teacher of 
Greek and Latin in Wilmette. "That was 
what I got my degree in, but I put my- 
self through college doing stuff like this," 
he said, gesturing at an old car that was 
having its battery charged. 


Although he does not have a degree in 


industrial arts education, he qualifies to 
teach because of years of practical expe- 
rience, he said. 


"Since I never had a course like' 


this in high school I have played it by 
ear and am teaching the boys about like 
I learned — by practical experience," he 
said. 


AS A RESULT, he scrounges junked 


automobiles and parts and teaches the 
boys to fix them. "Some people take 
apart new engines to learn about them. I 
think if you are going to learn about 
them, you might as well learn to fix 
them." 


His class offerings quickly expanded 


and he is now teaching six sections with 
122 boys. He has started a, course in auto 
body repair which is unique in Dist. 214, 


He hopes to expand his shop soon by 


getting the rest of the small building he 
is in. When and if he does, he said be 
would move body and fender work to a 
place of its own. 


Also, he is constantly thinking of new 


ideas for classes. "I've often thought of 
having one for girls so they aren't taken 
when they drive into a garage." 


THE WORK IN his classes is as prac- 


tical as possible with his students learn- 
ing theory as they go along. Some of the 


boys are involved in independent study 
and one designed and built a flat bed 
truck that the classes use to move things 
around. 


The classes are casual and students of- 


ten show up at Hackenbach's home in 
Mount Prospect on weekends where 
"they usually get roped into some proj- 
ect." 


When he teaches, he said, "I get as 


dirty as the kids do. I don't feel I can 
expect the boys to do anything I can't do 
myself." 


After school Hackenbach usually stays 


around the shop and students drop in to 
work or just to talk. "Teaching for me is 
a 24 hour a day job. I tell the kids that 
and I don't think I'm bragging," he said. 


And he seems to enjoy the students as 


much as they enjoy the class. 


"Actually," he said, "it's like having a 


bunch of little brothers running around 
here."

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Nixon Rally Expected To Draw 5,000

More than 5,000 Northwest suburban 


Republicans are expected to greet Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon this morning 
when he visits a campaign rally for Sen. 
Ralph T. Smith at Prospect High School. 


Nixon, who flew into Chicago late last 


night and will leave for Rockford imme- 
diately after this morning's rally, is ex- 
pected to arrive at the high school at 9 
a.m. 


He will come in a motorcade from the 


Marriott Hotel near O'Hare International 
Airport. The route of the motorcade to 
and from the high school will not be an- 


nounced. 


The President's schedule calls for him 


to. leave Prospect High School at 10:20 
a.m. and drive to the airport where he 
will board Air Force 1 for a trip to Rock- 
ford and another campaign stop for 
Smith. 


Today's crowd is expected to-be con- 


siderably less than the crowd Nixon at- 
tracted in 1968 when he campaigned for 
the presidency at Prospect High School. 


The 1968 visit was on a Saturday morn- 


ing and the weather was perfect for an 
autumn morning. The National Weather 
Service late yesterday said today is like- 


ly to be cold and rainy, similar to yester- 
day. 


The Prospect gymnasium holds about 


4,000 people and public address speakers 
will be set up outside the school to 
handle an overflow crowd. 


SPECTATORS AND NIXON followers 


are expected to begin arriving at the 
high school shortly after 7 a.m. A shuttle 
bus service will be provided to the school 
from the Randhurst Shopping Center, be- 
ginning at 7:15 a.m. and local Republi- 
can officials who are planning the rally 
are strongly urging that persons plan- 


ning to attend use the bus, rather than 
try to find parking at the high school. 


Doors to the gymnasium will open at 8 


a.m. and, although the President will not 
arrive until 9 a.m., speeches by other 
Republicans will be made prior to his 
arrival. 


Nixon will be joined by most of the 


Republican candidates for state and 
county offices. 


Nixon's visit to the Northwest suburbs

stand that strikes by public employes are 
illegal. It also prohibits representation of 
city employes by a union, if the union or 
one of its officials has been convicted of 
a major local, state or federal crime.

Bug Invasion Victims Seek Aid 


by BOB CASEY 


A group of Stockton Avenue residents 


on Des Plaines' south side has petitioned 
the city council for help in ridding their 
area of hordes of "disgusting" water 
bugs. 


The large black bugs, described as 


being 1% to two inches long.invaded the 
neighborhood early last summer, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Dee Pappas, 1796 Stock- 
ton, one of the 125 residents who signed 
the petition. • 


Mrs. Pappas said the insects, identi- 


fied as oriental beetles — members of 
the cockroach family — have successful- 
ly resisted efforts by exterminators to 
rout them from the area. Because the 
bugs travel so easily from house to 
house, she said, some help from the city 
is needed. 


"Wc'VE GOTTEN" AN exterminator in 


and it doesn't help," sadd Mrs. Pappas. 
"We're fighting a losing battle trying to 
do something by ourselves," 


"We had no problem until sometime 


this summer. I would say it was about 
five months ago. All of a sudden, you 
couldn't walk outside at night because 
they were crawling all over the streets 
and the sidewalks," said Mrs. Pappas, 
who has lived on Stockton for four years. 


"I've talked to two different entymc- 


logists (biologists who study insects) and 
they said these waterbugs can survive on 
wallpaper paste or literally nothing," 
said Mrs. Pappas. 


She said the insects move'easily from 


house to house during the summer 
through sewer, pipes or along water or 


gas mains. One exterminator told her. 
that the bugs could "very possibly" be 
coming from the storm or sanitary sew- 
ers, she said. 


Because many of the homes in her 


neighborhood are duplexes, Mrs. Pappas 
said, both units have to be sprayed be- 
fore exterminators will guarantee re- 
sults. She said her family is now paying 
for exterminator services for $72 a year 
but the bugs are still around. 


HER SON FOUND one of the bugs 


which she describes as "very ugly," in 
her laundry basket this week, Mrs. Pap- 
pas said. Many residents along Stockton 
frequently find 
the insects in their 


homes, despite efforts to get rid of them, 
she said. 


The insects may have spread to the 


area Stockton from Orchard Street, 


where she said some residents are rot 
taking proper care of their homes. 


"The only way we'll all get rid of these 


things is for every home to be sprayed 
and the whole area to be sprayed," said 
Mrs. Pappas. She said all homes in the 
area bounded by Howard, Oakton, Maple 
and White streets, should be treated to 
get rid of the bugs. 


City officials, who Mrs. Pappas said 


have been slow in acting on the resi- 
dents' request, have started to exam>r' 
the situation. Aid. Howard Thomas (61!- 
has promised his help, she said. 


Public Works Commissioner Joseph 


Schwab this week said sewers in the 
area will be treated with a strong chem- 
ical that cleans all foreign matter — and 
presumably the bugs — out of them.

Every night from 7 to 11 the Des

iliary member who quietly rides along

These men — there are 30 of them on

s e c u r i t y payments while attending 
school. What are the requirements? 


A. Any student, who is age 18 and not 


yet 22, who is attending school and whose 
mother or father is retired and receiving 
social security payments; or is disabled 
and receiving disability payments, or 
who has died, could be eligible for 
monthly social security payments. Of 
course, the parents must have worked 
long enough under social security for a 
son or daughter to be eligible. 


Q. If the son or daughter is taking a 


correspondence course, could they be eli- 
gible for social security payments? 


A Correspondence schools are not cov- 


ered; however, high schools, vocational 
schools and colleges would be. When in 
doubt telephone your nearest social se- 
curity office for information. 


U. CAN A I'AKT-TIMK student qualify 


for the monthly social security pay- 
ments? 


A. A student must be attending school 


on a full-time basis. Colleges and univer- 
sities have their own standards for full- 
time attendance so you would ask them 
what the requirements are. If it is a high 
school or vocational school, a student 
must be enrolled for at least 20 hours of 
classroom work each week. 


Q. If I think that I may qualify as a 


full-time student on my parent's social 


security record what should I do?

You may be entitled to social security 
monthly benefits, according to Cornelius

A recent change in the social security 


Uiw, Schafcr said, has made it possible 
for a disabled widow to receive widow's 
benefits as early as age 50 If the widow 
is so severe'y disabled that she cannot 
be gainfully employed, and the disability 
started within seven years of her hus- 
band's death or the last time she was 
entitled to mother's benefits, she is urged 
to phone her nearest social security of- 
fice. 


A full social security widow's benefit is 


payable at age 62. However, a widow can 
receive a reduced widow's benefit as ear- 
ly as age 60. 


Any questions about this or any other 


social security matter should be taken up 
with your social security office. Phone 
first <is you may not have to make the 
trip to the office but can handle the filing 
of a claim or securing an answer to a 
question by telephone.

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Election, Campaign Costs Hit By Blase 


A call for new legislation to limit 
spending on election campaigns 
was 


made this week by Nicholas Blase of 
Niles. Maine Township Democratic com- 
mitteeman. 


In a statement from his Democratic or 


ganization office, Blase said tremendous 
amounts of money spent on elections by 
the Republican Party may affect politi- 
cal processes in this country and "pose 
an Immediate danger to the November 
election." 


"Trte state of our democracy is in jeop- 


ardy," Blase said in the statement, "We 


have reached that point in our political 
history when the voters must determine 
whether public office is for sale and 
whether or not it is to become a tool for 
the very wealthy." 


"THE CAMPAIGN for the 1970 election 


has clearly shown the voters of Illinois, 
and the entire United States, that Individ 
uals are able to buy and sell political 
offices which must result in their own 
ultimate power," he said. 


"When one man can give five million 


dollars to elect the President of the 
United States, and millions more to elect 


U. S. Senators along with offices of less- 
er importance, then it is conceivable that 
he can easily control and demand the 
power he is paying for," Blase said. 


"When men like W. Clement Stone can 


buy a U.S. president into office, and do 
likewise with other candidates slated for 
office," Blase said, "better-qualified can- 
didates who are without large amounts pf 
money at their disposal don't have a 
chance for a fair campaign." 


"WE CANNOT ALLOW the two-party 


system to cater to the very wealthy 
while ignoring the needs of the middle 


and lower income majority. We cannot 


allow the GOP to slate candidates who 
range from mediocre to unqualified in 
leadership ability, simply because the 
election can be bought for them at the 
voter's disadvantage," Blase said. 


"And this is what has happened to the 


Republican Party, in allowing them- 
selves to become the property of one in- 
dividual," said Blase. "We cannot allow 
a price tag to be placed on our political 
system, instead we must enact legisla- 
tion that will call for limited spending on 
election campaigns. 


"Let us return government to where it 


rightfully belongs, the people," he'said. 


"Candidates for public office at all lev- 


els, — local, state and national — must 
campaign on their qualifications and 
knowledge of the issues. They must serve 
the entire range of our society, from the 
very wealthy to the middle and lower in- 
come levels. 


"Americans have always prided them- 


selves on their freedom of choice, the de- 
mocracy we call ourselves. We cannot 
allow ttjg system of choice to change by 
merely the greatest number of dollars 
spent to elect our public officials," said 
Blase.

Population shifts to the suburbs, de- 


creased dependence on the automobile 
and tax assessments are among many 
thoughts on the minds of real estate 
counselors as they set their sights for the 
coming year. 


Four real estate counselors discussed

THE DIFFICULTY of estimating the 


demand for new developments was noted 
by Shlaes. "We are in a period of capital 
shortage, high interest rates, and shifts 
in supply," he said. "This is a period of 


social and economc insecurity and ur- 
ban unrest." 


"There will be a continuing shift of the 


population to the suburbs," said Shlaes, 
as he outlined major trends likely to af- 
fect long-term investments. "There will 
be a regrouping of functions, as jobs will 
also shift to outlying areas, along with 
office space." He said retail business fol- 
lows this trend, and that there will be 
increasing emphasis on mass trans- 
portation. 


There will be increased concern in 


planning real estate development with 
the environment, according to Shlaes. He 
foresees a greater impact by technology 
in planning for the needs of the popu- 
lation; for example, the obsolescence of 
movie theaters as cassette television 
comes into use. Rising costs of labor will 
also have an impact, he said. 


Shlaes said this will affect real estate

There 
will be different distribution of units in 
housing mixes, with a concentration on 
more small apartment units, Shlaes said. 


These and other changes in the real 


estate development concepts point to the

opments and other projects, Shlaes said. 


Land should be purchased for use, not 


long-term investment, said Sh'.aes, citing 
high financing costs and market uncer- 
tainty as his reasons. 


Commenting on the publicity of the 


Cook County assessment situation, the 
real estate counselors agreed that it has 
a direct effect on the willingness to in- 
vest in commercial properties. Shlaes 
said-, "This will damage construction 
possibilities until we know what direction 
it will take." 


Zoll added that taxes and labor make

Under terms of ths agreement, the firm 
will not ask for payment for their ser- 
vices until 1972 tax funds become avail- 
able. The district can now proceed with 
the orderly, step by step development of 
their facilities. 


THE VILLAGE MUST also adopt a

master plan for its orderly development. 


Under the current conditions, village offi- 
cials can only react to a proposal and 
consider it on its individual morits rather 
than seeing how it fits into the overall 
development of the village. The last mas- 
ter plan was drawn in 1061 before Levitt 
and Sons built Strathnwe and other de- 
velopers such as Miller Builders and 
Richard Brown were attracted to the 
area. The 1961 plan is largely out of date. 


The only real master plan the village 


has now is its zoning map and that only 
takes into consideration land already in 
the village. Bud Berth, plan commission 
chairman, realizing the need for a mas- 
ter plan, has asked the village board for 
$20,000 to hire a professional planner. His 


request was referred to committee where 
it died. It is the village's contention that 
it cannot afford to spend the money to 
hire a planner. 


The park district does not have the 


money right now to hire a planner either. 
However, through study, they have hired 
a company they will not have to pay un- 
til 1972. It seems likely that there are 
also urban planners who operate under 
the same kind of agreement. 


However, the members of the village 


board must first decide that a new mas- 
ter plan is necessary. They must admit 
to themselves that they are amateurs at 
planning and then actively seek profes- 
sional help to insure the orderly devel- 
opment of Buffalo Grove.

new building fees schedule that hikes the 
fee rates up 30 per cent over what they 
used to be. 


Multicon's pre-annexation agreement, 


it seems, provides that only a 2 per cent 
annual increase in building fees be im- 
plemented.

Wife Who Wasn't, Or: 
License For One

If you're a political candidate, cam- 


paigning must seem much like gently tip- 
toeing through a minefield of political 
dangers. Such explosives as the loaded 
question and the unpronounceable last 
name are planted near the surface, and 
a false step can mean egg on both your 
face and the American flag you carry. 


A recent victim of such an occupation- 


al hazard was Richard Martwick, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Cook County super- 
intendent of schools. The mine was un- 
wittingly stet by two of his friends. 


THE OCCASION was a $50-a-plate 


fund-raising gala to Chicago. From the 
dias a string of well-known Democrats 
toasted Martwick's educational and lead- 
ership qualifications. 


Ruby Ryan, a County Board member, 


praised Martwick and concluded her 
tribute with glowing words for his lovely 
wife and children. 


Not to be out-boasted, County Clerk 


Edward Barrett heaped on more praise, 
and he, too, threw a verbal bouquet to- 
wards Mrs. Martwick. 


Alas, though, there is no Mrs. Mart- 


wick. As Martwick's public relations 
man stifled a smile, the next speaker 
joked that Barrett was going out of his 
way to peddle another marriage license. 


It's been a tough race for Martwick. It 


began when the big-shouldered and af- 
fable fellow replaced William Vernon on 
the ticket. It seemed that Vernon lacked 
proper certification to serve as county 
superintendent. 


Second, Martwick is running against a 


36-year-old dynamo named Robert Han- 
rahan, who has been running the county 
office as though every day for the past 
four years were election day. 


HANRAHAN'S OFFICE lead the devel- 


opment of the Cook County Council on 
Drug Abuse, held discussion on student 
unrest, set up a Teacher's Advisory 
Council and generally tried to meet local 
educational needs. 


Also, Hanrahan has produced a flood of 


informational services, includng two tele- 
vision 
documentaries 
on educational 


ne'eds. He's also encouraged the press to 
actively follow the growth of his office 
since he ousted veteran Noble Puffer 
four years ago. 


Against such a barrage of services and 


information, Martwicfc can only boast 
about his record at Ridgewood High 
School in Norridge, where he is director 
of developmental, remedial and accelera- 
ted reading, as well as the athletic direc- 
tor and football coach. 


Hanrahan sticks to his own record and 


doesn't mention Martwick. He stresses 
that educational change can't afford to 
stand still for a moment.

FOR EXAMPLE, in a statement on 


American Education Week, Hanrahan 
pleads for involvement to overcome a 
conclusion offered recently by Charles 
Silberman that our schools are "enemies 
of children." 


Martwick has similarly argued for 


more involvement, but he has charged 
that his opponent has loaded his staff 
with patronge employes. His favorite tar- 
get is eight recently hired assisant su- 
perintendents, a hiring made possible by 
1970 legislation. 


"Patronage" is becoming otfe of those 


standby issues needed by every chal- 
lenger. Hanrahan does have several 
noted 
local Republicans, specifically 


Richard Cowen and Wendell Jones on his 
payroll (Cowen as a part-time legal ad- 
viser, Jones as an assistant superintend- 
ent). 


However, the office employes other 


persons who have no special party loyal- 
ty. You don't need a GOP key to get into 
Hanrahan's office (although it doesn't 
hurt). Hanrahan's main criteria seem to 
be ability, not party loyalty. 


ANOTHER MARTWICK target has 


been a study which revealed glaring 
problems in the office. But Hanrahan or- 
dered the study, and he's worked to cor- 
rect the faults the study uncovered. 


On Nov. 3, Hanrahan will probably be 


voted back into office by a large margin.

Two other non-educational factors will 


affect the outcome. First, Hanrahan has 
a last name which should be a political 
asset. He's no relation to Edward Hanra- 
han, the Democratic state's attorney for 
Cook County, but many voters won't re- 
alize the difference. 


Second, voters will be marking Hanra- 


han or Martwick votes for a post called 
"superintendent of educational service 
retion," not "Cook County superintend- 
ent." County superintendents in smaller 
counties are combining offices, hence the 
change in title. The wording will look un- 
familiar to many voters.

Rick Du Brow 
Book Tells Garland's Life 


HOLLYWOOD UPI - "The Other Side 


of the Rainbow" is a new book by Mel 
Tonne about the late Judy Garland, fo- 
cusing on her famous but short-lived one- 
hour CBS-TV variety series that began hi 
1968. 


Torme, of course, is the gifted singer 


whose career has also included acting, 
composing, arranging — and writing. He 
has written episodes for "The Virginian" 
-and "Run for Your Life" video series, 
and starred in both. He wrote a Western 
novel, "Dollarhide," under the pseudo- 
nym Wesley Butler Wyatt. He has done 
articles for various publications about 
sports cars, movies, guns and World War 
I aviation. 


A longtime friend of Miss Garland, he 


was the special musical material writer 
and advisor on her CBS-TV series. And 
some important early reviews agree that 
Tonne's book is a vivid, compassionate 
and authoritative look at a highly com- 
plex woman, a show business account no- 
ticeably lacking in pretense. Says Mick- 
ey Rooney: "Mel had the guts to relive 
the story our hearts were too full to re- 
call." 


Why did Torme write the book? 
"Several reasons," he says. "I was in- 


timately involved with Judy for nine 
months on a working level. I got to know 
her innermost thoughts and problems. 
Immediately after the show was finished, 
her career took an extreme nosedive. I 
kept reading about debacles all over the 
world. 


"She loved performing but was fright- 


ened to death of performing in front of 
people. So I thought it would be good to 
explain the past and what had happened. 
She didn't just wake up one morning and 
decide: Til be two hours late for my act 
tonight' 


"I wanted to write the book right 


away But I also wanted to be objective 
and not do it when she was down. I kept 
waiting for her to escalate again. But she 
didn't, and then she died." 


Torme describes his book as "very 


little editorializing — mostly reportage " 
He says: "Judy had an incredible coterie 
of cultist fans. Yet I've got only a few 
letters against the book. You know, 
they'd say 'How could you?' Look, she 
was incomparable, but there's something 
sick about deifying people as if they 
were God. There's nothing wrong with 
adulation, but it must be tempered with 


realistic sense. 


"With Judy, much of her appeal was 


her fragility But a lot of people went to 
see her in her later concert hall era the 
way a lot of sickles to to an auto race 
hoping to see an accident " 


Torme feels television was a particu- 


larly difficult medium for Miss Garland 
because of its rigorous demands and 
pressing deadlines.

The Force Behind The Force

Behind the men behind the badge, 


there's a club of women in Des Plaines 
whose members have one thing in com- 
mon. They are all married to Des 
Plaines policemen. 


There must have been a need for a 


group such as this for in 1980, when the 
first meeting was held, there were about 
25 men on the police force and about 25 
wives showed up. 


The women, who came in contact only 


once a year at the Policeman's Benefit 
Ball, wanted to know each other better. 
So it was decided to have monthly meet- 
ings In their homes. Mrs. Leonard 
Whipple had the first meeting. 


In addition to meetings, the club holds 


two social activities each year: a Christ- 
mas luncheon with a gift exchange, and 
a spring luncheon. It's very informal, no. 
dues, but when one of the husbands retir- 
es from the force, the club presents his 
wife with a gift. 


A NATIVE OF Des Plaines, soft-spo- 


ken brunette Sherry King, wife of Patrol- 
man Terry King, is the current presi- 
dent. Her husband has been on the force 
2V'a years. 


"We women like to get together just on 


a social basis. But we do discuss our mu- 
tual problems as policemen's wives," she 
said. 


"One of the complaints most often 


heard Is the problem of our husbands 
changing shifts every four weeks. You 
just get the family into a routine and 


suddenly you must readjust completely. 


"You know, when a man becomes a 


policeman, his concept of people changes 
a bit. He becomes more pessimistic. And 
this rubs off on his wife, too. She's more 
aware of the crime rate and what's going 
on. 


"It really gets to you when you hear of 


a policeman being shot. Of course, in 
Des .Plaines this has happened only once 
over the years. But Des Plaines is still 
growing. 


"CONTRARY TO WHAT you 
may 


think, we never complain about money 
and salaries. Policemen get paid pretty 
well in this section of the country, com- 
pared to other places. 


"I suppose you've heard of the CCPA 


(Cook County Police Association)," she 
went on. "It's trying to make the police- 
man's job more of a professional one." 


In Des Plaines, men who join the force 


without a college background are sent to 
school for any college courses related to 
police science, the state splitting the bill 
with the local police department. These 
well educated young men are rapidly 
changing the typical "dumb cop" image 
of years ago. 


Today there are about 72 men on the 


DCS Plaines Police Force including cap- 
tain, patrolmen, rookies and trainees. 


SHERRY'S HUSBAND always wanted 


to be a policeman. With a few college 
law courses behind him, he joined the 
Des Plaines force. Since then he has 
earned certificates in criminalistics and 
interview and interrogation. 


The Kngs have two sandy-haired chil- 


dren, Stephen, 4, and Sandra, 3. But the 
youngest member of the family is their 
dog, Rex (a police dog, naturally). 


"Rex joined our family last August," 


explained 
Mrs. 
King. "Appropriately 


enough, we obtained him through the po- 
lice department." 


A patrolman friend of theirs found this 


magnificent 
German 
Shephterd aban- 


doned after being pushed from a moving 
car. As is the routine procedure for stray 
dogs in Des Plaines, Rex was impounded 
at Wright's Animal Hospital for a 10-day 
claiming period. 


"WHEN OUR FRIEND told us about 


him, we began making numerous visits 
to get acquainted and see his reaction to 
our children. After the 10 days, we paid 
the impounding fee and the dog was 
ours." 


Rex, estimated to be two years old, 


now weighs 85 pounds and stands 27M> 
inches high at the shoulder. He loves the 
children and puts up with their teasing. 
When he has had it, he holds them at 
limb's length with one paw. They know 
rhat's time to quit. 


Does Mrs. King want her husband to 


continue as a patrolman? 


"He enjoys the work so much, that's 


the main thing, I keep telling myself," 
she said. 


"I going to be a policeman," added 


little Steven. 


Sandy said quietly, "I going to be a 


Mom."

Are Voters Being Taken? Colleges Recess For Politics

TV is the pied piper of politics — lead- 


ing campaigning in a new and different 
direction. It's no longer simply who is 
the better man, but who has the cutest 
tune, the catchiest jingle or in short, the 
most money to buy the most viewing 
time. 


An excellent CBS special "Television 


and Politics," focused on effects of TV 
campaigning and posed the questions for 
the viewing public: Are we being taken? 
Arc political candidates for office being 
packaged and sold the same as com- 
modities, like a kitchen cleanser or a 
bottle of mouth wash? 


Political smear is as old as politics, 


but television has opened up a new ave- 
nue ripe for false and misleading mate- 
rial with an audience numbering in the 
millions directly on the other end. 


WILL VOTERS be able to separate the 


emotional appeal from the real issues at 
stake or be Influenced enough by the 
clever advertising to rush out to the polls 
as if it were the nearest supermarket? 


Choosing one of a variety of methods: 


soft sell, mini musical, biography or sim- 
ply slam your opponent type of deal, 
politicians are admitting they need TV. 
Three minutes of television exposure is 
worth speaking before a dozen meetings 
or shaking a thousand hands. And, candi- 
dates are receiving votes in return not 
for agreement with their ideas, but be- 
cause they have managed to become a 
favorite household word. 


John Glenn, interviewed on the CBS 


special, bitterly commented, "Politics is 
money and television time." 


HE ADMITTED that lack of televison 


exposure through spot announcements 
caused his defeat in the Ohio primaries 
last spring by Harold Metzenbaum, vir- 
tually unknown before he chose to run 
for the Senate seat. 


Metzenbaum admitted, too, that victo- 


ry would have been impossible without 
television, without money. 


A debate is now underway in the state 


of Mew York as to whether Dick Otti- 
ngor, with all his family money, didn't 
actually buy his nomination in the Sen 
ate race with independent candidate 
James Buckley and incumbent Republi- 
can Charles Goodell. 


"It's an agonizing thing," Goodell was 


quoted. "III Ignored TV, I would surely 
lose." And so, up until Nov. 3, each will 
appear on television in as many small 
time slots as they can afford. 


LAST YEAR Congress passed a bill to 


limit spot announcement exposure time 
for each candidate. President Nixon said

Television debates that are free, where 


the real issues are exposed and where 
candidates are on the screen longer than 
a double flash, are out of the running 
because there is no audience. 


T h e 
blame 
for 
ineffective 
con- 


frontations between candidates lies with 
the viewers themselves for not being 
willing to give up their favorite TV pro- 
grams long enough for pertinent issues 
affecting them all. 


How many persons pulled themselves 


away from "Marcus Welby" for the CBS 
special? It's the same story. 


IT HAS BEEN suggested that TV net- 


works should take the initiative and 
regulate political advertising on their 
own. Except, who is willing to forego a 
$50 million annual profit? 


The most effective means of eliminat- 


ing both television and radio broad- 
casting political propaganda is up to the 
viewers and concerned voters. Hopefully 
they will see through the emotional and 
personality appeal, finding it tedious and 
offensive. 


As Mike Wallace said in closing on 


"Television and Politics," "The packag- 
ing of candidates will continue unless the 
American voter thinks he's been had and 
tells politicians so."

Among these are Brown University, the 
University of Chicago, Cornell Univer- 
sity, Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 


nology and Princeton University. 


Other universities are planning al- 


ternatives to a total recess for political 
activity. 


STUDENT GROUPS at a large propor- 


tion of the nation's state colleges and 
universities also plan to take part in po- 
litical campaigns, according to a survey 
by the American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities (AASCU). 


But only a handful of these institutions 


surveyed plan to readjust their class ca- 
lendars to allow students free time just 
before the election. 


Most of the state college students, how- 


ever, probably will campaign on their 
own time, without the benefit of any mo- 
ratorium on classes similar to that called 
at Princeton University and some others. 


Most state colleges and universities, 


you see, are prevented from doing this 


by statewide policy. 


AN INNOVATIVE WAY to meet the de 


sires of student campaigners through 
normal academic channels will be used 
at Northern Illinois University in De- 
Kalb, 111. 


Students there enroll in a political sci- 


ence course titled "Field Work in Politi- 
cal Campaigns." Those taking the course 
can earn three hours of undergraduate 
credit while working for the candidate of 
their choice. 


Their instructor, Robert Agranoff, has 


had practical experience as deputy state 
chairman of the Minnesota Democratic- 
Farmer Labor party. He will check with 
the candidates for whom his students 
work to see how they are performing. 


The students will make their own trav- 


el and living arrangements while work- 
ing for their candidates. 


A Program To Protect Children

NEW YORK (UPI) — "Patch the 


Pony" aims to help your child protect 
himself from pedophiles — sex criminals 
who prey on children. 


The national toll of molestation-mur- 


ders was 20 in 1969, the latest year for 
which figures are available. The victims 
lured or abducted to their deaths were 
between the ages of three and 15, boys 
and girls. 


Authorities estimate as many as one 


million children in the United States are 
subjected to some sort of molestaion 
each year. Most susceptible is the child 
who walks to and from school alone, or 
who lingers alone in deserted parks or 
playgrounds. But the molester can strike 
suddenly, almost any time and at any 
place, including home when a child's 
alone. 


The Patch the Pony program, origi- 


nated by Mrs. Margaret H. Liles, of Or- 
angeburg, S.C., is a wholesome, loving 
approach to this serious social problem. 


MRS. LILES, mother of four school 


children, became concerned when she at- 
tended a PTA meeting and heard an FBI 
agent tell what molesters can do to chil- 
dren. Her Patch the Pony program was 
developed soon after. 


The Society for Visual Education in 


Chicago picked up the program and for 
' 25 cents will send a Patch sampler — 
including a story featuring Patch as the 
hero who kicks molesters and their cars, 
a Patch button for youngsters and a1 
guide for parents and teachers. 


The Patch kit address is 1345 Diversey 


Parkway, Chicago, m. 


"A stranger can hurt boys and girls," 


Patch says in the leaflet. "I wonder if 
the boys and girls know my safety rule: 
'Nay, nay, from strangers stay away.' " 


Eventually, it is hoped, Patch and his 


safety message will become as familiar 
to children as Smokey the Bear. 


PATCH ALSO WARNS against taking 


candy from strangers or getting into cars 
with them. 


For parents, there are directions for 


helping school and police departments 


combat child molesters. 


"It is time to bring this age-old prob- 


lem into the open and discuss it with 
children on a child's level," the Patch 
guide tells parents. 


When stories of molestation appear in 


your newspaper, it is suggested, discuss 
them with the children but do not fright- 
en them. 


"Just point out that a child was hurt 


because he didn't follow Patch's rule," 
parents are told.

Migrant Life 
Is 'Miserable'

About 200 Elk Grove High School stu- 


dents heard what it was like to be a poor 
Latin American living in America. 


The story was one of large families liv- 


ing In small decrepit apartments, homes 
and shacks, trying to learn English de- 
spite a lack of food and poor health. 


Rev. Daniel Alvarez, director of Casa 


Central in Chicago, spoke to several 
Spanish classes and one history class at 
the school. 


Rev. Alvarez is a Presbyterian min- 


ister and social worker for the Chicago 
family service agency, which is operated 
primarily by Latin Americans to help 
relocate families that have come from 
Mexico, Spain, Puerto Rico and Cuba. 


"I DON'T KNOW of anyone that is liv- 


ing under more miserable conditions 
than the migrant worker," Rev. Alvarez 
said, 


He expressed concern for more than 


the migrant worker. 


"I'm extremely concerned about the 


social problems of our times," he said. 


Alvarez left Cuba 10 years ago after 


working for the revolution under Fidel 
Castro for 16 months. 
•"We had disagreements and orte of us 
was supposed to leave. It was me," he 
said, explaining that he was disappointed 
when what was sttpposted to be a nation- 
alistic revolution turned into one "con- 
trolled" by Russia and other socialistic 
countries. 


The reverend, who calls himself a con- 


tempoary pastor, said he could not stay 
in a church and say hello to people on 
Sunday morning and not see or help 
them the rest of the week. 


"I decided to find something I could do 


Monday through Friday and realized that 
social work was very similar to that of 
the Christian minister," he said, 


A QUARTER million Latin Americans 


live In Chicago and at least 1,000 Cubans 
are leaving Cuba every week to come to 
the United States, according to Rev. Al- 
varez, who said most of them need help 
of some kind. 


There are "hundreds of thousands" on 


the waiting list, he added. 


He believes that there Is a mis- 


conception in America that Cubans are 
leaving because they are losing money or 
position. 


"That may have been true for the first 


five years but these are mostly the poor 
coming now," Rev. Alvarez said. 


He said they come because they want 


to read more than one newspaper and 
books. "They are leaving because of the 
repression and the narrowness." 


Students asked how they could help in 


the relocatifon of the families. Rev. Alva- 
rez presented three possible ways. 


He said that since the people could not 


bring anything from Cuba with them 
they needed money for housing until they 
find permanent housing and a job, nnd 
they need winter clothes. He stressed 
communication and relationships, how- 
ever, as most important, saying that the 
students could get to know more of the 
Latin American culture. 


"PUBLIC HOUSING was not the an- 


swer to providing lower cost housing for 
the poor," Rev. Alvarez emphasized. 


"They are places we pile the poor 


people, instead," he said. "If you pile 


Third Of Cars 
On Road 'Unsaf e' 


Nearly one-third of the cars on the na- 


tion's highways today have at least one 
tire worn so thin it should be replaced 
for safety's sake. 


That conclusion was reached by the 


Tire 
Industry Safety 
Council 
after 


analysis of the latest government study 
of passenger car tires in use all over the 
country. 


As a result, the council is launching a 


big new drive to warn motorists against 
bald tires, particularly in those states 
which do not yet have their own tire 
safety laws. 


"The greatest Improvement in highway 


safety as it may relate to tires is remov- 
ing from vehicles In use those tires 
that are no longer in safe operating con- 
dition," said Ross R. Ormsby, chairman 
of the Tire Industry Safety Council. 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT study was 


made by two tire experts of the National 
Bureau of Standards, J. L. Harvey and 
F. C. Brenner. They reviewed all avail- 
able data on passenger car tires in use, 
Including the results of two new large- 
scale surveys made by private research 
Institutions under government contract. 


The key findings were these: About 


one-eighth of passenger car tires were 
cnld. .Two-thirds of the cars with one 
bnld tire had another bald tire also. 
Mathematics say this means that 30 per 
cent of all cars have one or more bald 
tires. 


The government scientists define a 


"bald" tire as one with l/l6th inch of 
tread, or less, remaining. It's easy to tell 
when this point is reached because built- 
in tread wear indicators, required by fed- 
eral safety standards, begin to appear 
across the tire in a solid line. 


ILLINOIS IS ONE of the twenty-six 


states still not requiring safe tire depths. 


"Bald tires are Just as dangerous in 


one state as another," Ormsby declared. 
"We look forward to the time when bald 
tires will be outlawed everywhere for the 
safety of all motorists." 


A California State Highway Patrol 


study, cited by Harvey and Brenner, 
showed that more than half of tire acci- 
dents (57 per cent) occur In the last 
l/16th Inch of tread-life. 


problems on top of each other you get 
the highest crime rate." 


He said the people are having prob- 


lems because of their poverty and the 
difference in cultures, calling the Latin 
Americans more conservative, more 
strict. 


"The girls are not supposed to go on 


dates until they are IB or 27 and then 
only when chaperoned. The boys are not 
allowed to drive cars. Our teenagers are 
looking at you with very mixed feelings," 
Rev. Alvarez said. 


"Our 
people are trying very hard to 


improve themselves, yet they are very 
proud, and would rather starve than ap- 
ply for public aid," he said. 


The Latin Americans have the lowest 


rate of welfare recipients in the United 
States, according to Rev. Alvarez. 


"They are not asking for Christmas 


baskets every year. They are asking for 
the right to develop and improve their 
conditions," he said.

According to a spokesman for the 
C&NW. after the group buys the railroad, 
it will then sell shares in the corporation 
to all current C&NW employes. Whether 
the sale can be made will be decided by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


In raising questions about the pending 


sale, Schlickman called on Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie to Investigate the terms of the 
sale agreement. 


Schlickman said, "Illinois' citizens in- 


terests need to be forcefully represented 
when the sale agreement is reviewed by 
the ICC." 


Schlickman wants the sale agreement 


to be scrutinized to see whether the 
terms might hamper the railroad in con- 
tinuing its "efficient, effective commuter 
service." Another question lie raised was 
whether the sale might eventually in- 
crease the cost of absorption of the 
C&NW commuter lines by a metropolitan 
transit district. Such a district has al- 
ready been proposed by a group of rail- 
roads Including the C&NW.

THE SIZE RESTRICTIONS refer to 


the sum, in inches, of the girth of the 
package added to the length. 


By mailing under the S.A.M. classifica- 


tion, the sender pays the normal parcel 
post rate to the U.S. port city. The parcel 
is carried to the port city by rail or truck 
and is then air lifted overseas on a space 
available basis. 


Under the P.A.L. classification, the 


sender pays tiie regular parcel post rate 
to the port city, plus a flat charge of $1 
for air service from the point of origin to 
the overseas base. 


Normal air mail rates apply to pack- 


ages mailed to servicemen by air parcel 
post. 


The postal service also offered several 


suggestions to ensure the safe arrival of 
packages bound overseas.

wood. 


—Place the serviceman's name, ad- 


dress and a list of the contents inside the 
package. 


—Customs declarations arc required on 


shipments to American servicemen in 
certain countries. They are not required 
in Vietnam.

it the box makes an adequate shipping 
container. 


—If wrapping, use a heavy kraft paper 


similar to that used for grocery bags. 


—Be sure to include the full five-digit 


Armed Forces Post Office number with 
llio address. 


—A return address is required on all 


packages. 


In addition to materials which cannot 


be sent through the domestic mails — 
such as poisons, explosives, flammable 
material and alcoholic beverages — cer- 
tain additional items arc r.onmailable to 
many military post offices. 


These include securities and currency, 


precious metals, cigarettes and other to- 
bacco products and living plants.

The Drug Culture Is Adults', Too . . . 


LAWRENCE E. LAMB. M.D. 


Adults often ignore the fact that they 


are on drugs. Yes, we live in a drug cul- 
ture. Everyone who uses coffee, tea, 
CO as, tobacco and alcohol is really using 
soft drugs, You can add to this the "go 
Pills, ' most of trw sleeping pills and the 
trantiullizers. 


Coffee isn't just a mild drug. It con- 


tains cnfflne which is a powerful stimu- 
lant to the brain. It can cause nervous- 
ness or make a nervous person more 
anxious. Using large amounts of coffee 
— Five or more cups a day — contributes 
markedly to stimulating the whole body. 
.This may increase the resting heart rate 
'by as much as 20 beats per minute. In 


some people it may even cause irregula- 
rities of the Ireart. 


Dr. Ogtesby Paul of Chicago reports 


that this much coffee is associated with a 
higher rate of heart attacks. Other in- 
vestigators have reported increased out- 
pouring of hormones from the adrenal 
glands in young healthy men after drink- 
ing moderate amounts of coffee. These 
arc the same hormones that are in- 
creased in stress and some think they 
contribute to artery disease. Coffee also 
increases the amount of dangerous fats 
(trigiycerides) in the bloodstream. 


A heavy coffee drinker often has 


"burning in the pit of the stomach." If 
the doctor doesn't think about this 
frequent causo, the patient gets ex-

pensive X rays of the stomach, gall blad- 
der and sometimes the colon. These usu- 
ally show nothing that would account for 
the patient's complaint. Eventually, the 
doctor decides the patient is nervous and 
prescribes tranquilizers. The patient goes 
home and washes clown tanquilizers with 
several cups of stimulating coffee. Usual- 
ly the problem will go away if coffee is 
stopped. Some people are particularly 
sensitive to coffee and even two cups a 
day can cause them to have stomach 
trouble. 


Stopping cof"oe is easy. You can sim- 


ply substitute a caffine-free product, You 
can gel it in the freeze-dry form if you 
wish. If you have been a heavy coffee 
drinker and stop abruptly, you may have 
withdrawal reactions. These include ex- 
cessive drowsiness and often a severe 
headache. The headache can be relieved 
with one cup of regular coffee. 


coffee altogether — or using a caffine — 


For this reason I usually advise cutting 


down to one cup a day, then stopping 
free product if desired. Better still is to 
switch to fruit juice. 


Tea and particularly colas have sim- 


ilar effects, especially on the .digestion, 
and should be limited.

young mother who took her small son to 
the family doctor because she worried 
about this problem. The wise old man 
examined the child carefully, then said 
to the anxious mother: "I always knew 
he was a smart little tyke. I was nine 
years old before I found out how much 
fun that was." In other words, it's nor- 
mal. You can regard it like thumbsuck- 
ing, a little is usual, but if it is excessive, 


then it may be a sign of an emotional 
problem. In that case, the emotional 
problem — not the masturbation — needs 
attention.

Five diamonds would wheel 
in, but East passed and West was on 
lead. 


West decided to open the queen of 


spades. It looks safe and he didn't know 
which other lead would prove unsafe. 


South cashed the ace and king of 


spades, while East discarded the seven 
and then the three of diamonds. 


Then South led the 10 of clubs. West 


slapped on the king without a moment's 
hesitation in order to put the queen of 
diamonds on the table. South ruffed that 
and led a second club to dummy's jack. 
With clubs breaking 3-3, South,,was able 
to discard a low heart and make his con- 
tract. 


West blamed his partner for signaling 


in diamonds but West's play of the club 
king was a bad one. East was really 
marked with the ace of clubs and West 
should have let East win that first club 
in order to lead a heart. Now, when West 
got in with the club king, he would have 
to decide which suit to lead but, assum- 
ing East had led the heart three, he 
would know that South held another 
heart.

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Law Protects The Juvenile Offender 


The young Illinois resident who has 


been charged with a crime receives all 
Constitutional protections to which an 
adult is legally entitled — plus some spe- 
cial considerations due to his age. 


According to the Illinois State Bar As- 


sociation, arrest and trial methods of 
dealing with the youthful offender repre- 
sent a unique combination of the attor- 
ney's efforts to safeguard the legal rights 
of children and the social worker's ef- 
forts to treat juveniles with psychological 


and sociological techniques. 


In a 1967 opinion, the United States Su- 


preme Court clarified the juvenile's 
rights at time of arrest and placed him 
on equal footing with his adult counter- 
part. Specifically, the court held that 
where a juvenile has been arrested: 


K Notice of charges against him must 


be given sufficiently in advance of the 
scheduled court proceeding to allow a 
reasonable opportunity to prepare for the 


Dist. 26 Eyes Programs 


Introduction of programs in drug 


abuse, conservation and a program for 
gifted children in Dist. 26 schools is 
being considered by the newly formed 
curriculum council. 


The council was organized this sum- 


mer to recommend curriculum policy to 
the school board. It is composed of 
teachers and administrators. 


At its October meeting the council dis- 


cussed not only the introduction of new 
programs but also upgrading of present 
programs. 


According to Assistant Supt. James 


Retzlaff, "the main areas which it was 
felt needed upgrading at the present time 
are the language arts program, the so- 
cial studies program, 
motivation of 


learning, cultural enrichment, kindergar- 
ten science programs and coordination of 
different subject area." 


The council chose tc concentrate on 


academic areas first. In addition, efforts 
will be made immediately to coordinate 
the different grades and schools. 


IN THE AREA OF new programs, the 


district may develop a drug abuse pro- 
gram that will fit into the health series of 
the elementary grades, said Supt. Win- 
ston Harwood. The present drug abuse 
program at the junior high school level 
may also be expanded. 


Three district personnel attended a 


worshop on the drug problem, spon- 
sored by Cook County, earlier this 
month. A curriculum manual was dis- 
tributed at the workshop which the dis- 
trict is considering for use as a general 
guideline, 


"The concentration in the lower grades 


will be to teach the children a respect for 


; medicine," said Harwood. "At the junior 


high school we will concentrate on the 


dangers of drugs." 


The council will recommend a policy to 


the school board later, on action that 
should be taken by school officials when 
drugs are discovered in the schools, "We 
have to decide to what degree the princi- 
pal has a responsibility to the parent and 
to the police. And who he should notify 
first," said Harwood. 


CONSERVATION IS another area the 


council is considering for the new district 
curriculum. Miss Bea Amundson, princi- 
pal 
of Feehanville School, proposed 


teaching a course in "outdoor education" 
at all of the schools. 


Earlier this month students at Feehan- 


ville School spent an entire day in an 
outdoor field trip, at Potawatomi Woods. 
The purpose of the trip according to Miss 
Amundson was "to acquaint outselves 
with some plants and animals in their 
natural habitats, their interactions and 
interdependence." 


Concerning a program for gifted chil- 


dren, Harwood reported that he has 
mailed an application requesting aid 
from the state for the program. The aid, 
if granted, will equal the cost of a work- 
shop that would be held to instruct teach- 
ers for the program. 


IN ORDER TO institute a program for 


gifted children, Harwood said, "teachers 
need to be equipped through training and 
experience to teach the gifted. In the 
workshop we must develop a method of 
stimulation, teacher interest and partici- 
pation." 


The children who will be eligible for 


the program "do not have to be gen- 
iuses," said Harwood. "The state lets 
you define gifted children. I feel it is the 
child who has considerably above aver- 
age ability." 


hearing. The notice must specifically set 
forth the alleged misconduct. 


2) Both the child and his parents must 


be informed of the child's right to be rep- 
resented by a lawyer. If they are unable 
to afford a lawyer, one will be appointed 
by the court unless the child and his par- 
ents waive the right to legal representa-, 
tion. 


3) The child must be informed of his 


right to remain silent. 


JUVENILE CASES which are brought 


to trial are heard in a specially desig- 
nated court. In Illinois, Juvenile Court 
hears most cases involving the care, cus- 
tody, and discipline of girls under IS 
years of age and boys under 17 years of 
age who are 
either 
dependent or 


delinquent. The philosophy of the court in 
the case of the delinquent is to rehabili- 
tate rather than punish, explains the 
ISBA. 


Accordingly, the Juvenile Court is di- 


vided into two parts — an Adjudicatory 
hearing or trial of the charges and, if 
necessary, a Dispositional hearing, at 
which the judge decides what is to be 
done with a child who is found to have 
committed an alleged offense. Neither 
the hearings nor the records of the hear- 
ings are open to the general public. 


If the child is found delinquent, de- 


pendent, or otherwise in need of super- 
vision during the first hearing, a second 
informal hearing is scheduled. At that 
time the judge may ask probation offi- 
cers, social workers, psychiatrists and 
other individuals to investigate the situ-, 
ation and report their findings to the 
court. 


Based on the evidence, the judge will 


decide whether the best interests of the 
child and society are served by placing 
him on probation, in the care of his fami- 
ly under court guidance, or in a juvenile 
home. 


WHATEVER THE decision, the juve- 


nile offender is charged simply with hav- 
ing committed a delinquent act whereas 
adults are charged with a specific crime, 
such as theft or vandalism.
